Of these, Sun Yet-sen is a well-known 
figure in the Western world, where 
he has spent most of his life. 


Sun’s Telegram to Lloyd George. 
Sooeq_after the rupture of relations, 
Sun Yet-sen sent a remarkable tele- 
gram to Lloyd George. Sun, by the 
way, is one of the most conspicuous 
men in the Young China party and 
was elected the first President of the 
new republic upon its organization, 
although he resigned at once in favor 
of Yuan Shi-kai. The telegram point- 
ed out that for China to enter the 
European conflict would be to invite 
disaster, since the Chinese populace 
cannot distinguish one nationality or 
foreigner from another, and that the 
inevitable result would be to rekindle 
an anti-foreign sentiment against all 
white men. Another Boxer outbreak 
would then be certain, beside which 
the terrors of 1900 would be merely 
an overture. It may be that Sun, bet- 
ter than his critics, knew whereof he 
spoke. And it is not beyond the 
bounds of possibility that the pres- 
ent unrest, which is by no means 
lessened in spite of the dramatic col- 
lapse of the restoration movement, 
may tirn into a general anti-fordéign 
uprising, which only the strong arm 
of Japan would be able to quiet. 
Not only did Sun telegraph the En- 
glish Premier. He also sent a long 
message to the Chinese Parliament, 
demanding that China be kept out of 
the war. Whether on this account or 
not, Parliament set its face against 
war until the end of its existence. 


Cause of Revolution.

Sun Yet-sen and his ad- 
herents removed to the south, de- 
clared a rebellion and set up an in- 
dependent government. Thus matters 
stand today. Things went badly with 
Chang and at last report he was a 
refugee in the Dutch legation and his 
army scattered to the four winds.

Thereupon the Japanese, spontan- 
eously and with one accord, went up 
in the air. Americans were amazed 
at this exhibition, but a “goat” being 
hastily found in the person of an 
anonymous newspaper correspondent, 
whose garbled message had been 
“misunderstood,’’ the whole matter 
was hastily bustled backstage and 
public attention was focused once 
more upon the Hindenburg line. 

As a matter of fact, when the offi- 
cial message was published, it turned 
out to be not very different from the 
so-called garbled version, both withal 
very innocent in tone. When it trans- 
pired later that Great Britain and 
France, together with Japan, had 
been asked subsequently to join with 
us in good wishes to the Chinese re- 
public, and that all three had de- 
clined, the agitation of the Japanese 
became significant and intelligible. 

Indeed, the situation, which ap- 
pears to have been as muddy to the 
State Department as it was simple to 
the Japanese, has cleared up decid- 
edly. We know just where we stand 
and we discover that we are stand- 
ing where we have no wish to stand; 
that is, in the rear, with Japan to the 
front. 

Japan's concern has been not pri- 
marily to prevent China from enter- 
ing the war, but to prevent her from 
entering the war under American 
auspices. And since she was likely 
to enter the war anyway after the 
break, she must do so under Japanese 
auspices. 

Holding a club over the European 
entente Powers, she has been able to 
force them to acknowledge her pro- 
tectorate over China. Her resent- 
ment, therefore, over the recent 
American note is due to the fact that 
we sent a note to China direct, with- 
out consulting Japan, when accord- 
ing to her idea, we should have sent 
it by way of Tokio. It remains to 
be seen if the State Department will 
acknowledge this state of affairs as 
Europe seems to have done. 


Pan-Asian Movement. 

One more questions remains to be 
mentioned. Why is it that able and 
influential leaders are to be found in 
China, men like Sun Yet-sen and 
Tang Shoa-yi, who are willing to ac- 
epet Japan's suzerainty, and, from our 
standpoint, betray their own country? 
One naturally thinks of bribery, but 
such is probably not the fact at all 
rhe answer is something more por- 
tentous, more sinister. 

During recent years there has 
grown up a feeling of solidarity in 
Asia against the white man—what 
may be called a Pan-Asian movement 
~that bas trapped the fancies of the 
less practical leaders in the Far Bast. 

India is to be f from the thrall- 
dom of Great Britair China and the 
lesser states to the south are to expel 
the white man and to remove the last 
vestige of his influence, and Japan, 
as the leader, is to organize this great

FORT RILEY, Kan., July 28. 
T of an experiment which it took up three 
months ago, more in desperation than in 
hope, and upon which a large amount of the early 
preparation for war depended. 

At that time we had entered the war and the 
business of the Government suddenly became the 
massing of our immense resources so that their 
weight would be felt in the balance. 

While the specialists in those lines looked to 
the questions of finance, munitions, transporta- 
tion and the innumerable other things which war 
demands, the army took up the question of men. 

The selective draft was decided upon. 

How to provide officers for the troops was 
probably the most difficult question of all. A 
plan was devised by the General! Staff of start- 
ing at once the intensive training of 40,000 men 
for officers. These were to be volunteers, men 
with a little military experience if possible, but 
at any rate men of education, character and 
standing. 

The candidates for .the schools were raised, 16 
army posts designated at schools, each to accom- 
modate 2500 students, a trusted Colonel or Gen- 
éfal was placed in command of each and he was 
allowed usually 20 officers from the regular army 
as instructors. 

A course of study was laid out. It covered only 
the bald essentials, and only the high spots there. 
The commandants were instructed to make offi- 
cers and soldiers of these men in three months, 
if it was physically possible to do so. They must, 
in a Way, be made over physically and mentally in 
three months. 

Experiment Now a Great Success. 

It was a great experiment, and while various 
opinions were held, every officer knew it was an 
experiment which could only be made a succegs- 
ful one with incessant work, and possibly prayer. 
It had never been tried before in the United 
States, and never before this war had any great 
country found a necessity for raising the officer 
body for an immense army before the army was 


The experiment is now nearly ended, and it is 
a success. It is more of a success than the men 
who worked with it had hoped for the first two 
months of the school. ‘The extent of the suc- 
cess can be determined only in the future and 
across the sea, but that the experiment did suc- 
ceed is of an importance to us that it would be 
difficult to overestimate. It is possible that our 
very success in war may hang on the expedition 
with which we have prepared the officers who 


must prepare our soldiers for the field. 


Two thousand students remain at the training 
camp here, and of these less than 400 will be un- 
They will be re- 
leased from their obligation and the nation’s 
service at the end of the course Aug. 11. 

The camp was designed to provide approximate- 
ly 600 officers for a division of the new national 
army. Not only will it have done that when the 
school ends, and the boards now sitting have fin- 
ished their task, but it will have fitted and de- 
termined the qualifications of 1000 other stu- 
dents for the country’s work. The condition 
here is understood to be virtually the same as in 
each of the other 15 camps. 


The camp has so prospered and the material 


so improved, that not only will the desired officers 


be supplied and the additional ones provided, but 
the teachers also have found material for 26 
Majors. At least two of the students from each 
company will be recommended for that rank. 
The camp started with the primary idea of pro- 
viding the officers, below the rank of Major, for 
a division. It was intended to use the best men 
for this. The second best were to go into a pro- 
visional reserve body, where they would be avail- 
able fer training new men, or any otner work 
for which they would be needed. The third-grade 
men were to have an opportunity to go to the 
second school, which will come immediately after 
this one. The fourth class was released. Each 
man attending the camp agreed to accept what- 
ever commission was offered to him. This was 
the only obligation.

My viewpoint has changed entirely on some 
things. For instance, I came up here with the 
idea that thé methods of the British army, 
which I supposed *o be based entirely on caste 
brought down from the feudal days, were all 
wrong.

oy thought politeness and gentleness was the 
best way to get results. Now I know differ- 
ently. If you want a squad or a platoon or a 
company to obey commands, you must bark 
at them. To get results, you must shuck off 
all that courtesy and get down to the hard 
grain of command. I believe now that the 
line between officer and man must always 
be sharply drawn. 

When'I came here, I thought the com- 
missary and the transport were branches of 
the service which a re:l man would not go 
into. Now I appreciat: the necessity of it, 
and I can conceive of nothing more important. 
Sometimes I think it is even more important 
than the fighting end. That is an exaggera- 
tior, of course, but not much. Those who 
feed and transport erd clothe an army have 
a man-sized job. At first I would have 
scorned to count socks and shirts. Now I 
would be proud of the work. 

Another change in me is in assurance and 
self-confidence. It is not because of what 
I have been taught that I believe I could 
handle a company and take care of it, but 
because the training of a soldier has given 
me confidence in myself. I know that I will 
have to, if I am a Captain, and I know I

I appreciated the need of discipline, and 
that i: was an absolute essential and funda- 
mental in the army before I came here, and 
I thought I would prove readily amenable. 
But I was not. The first time a Sergeant 
called me ““Man” or ‘‘Laddie” and told me to 


step lively, I resented it deeply. When I, was 
told to prll weeds on the parade ground and 
to pick up cigar and cizarette butts, I\ Was 
hurt. People call me “Mister” at-home, apt 
I never pull weeds or pick up cigar butts. 
But pretty soon I came to see that these or- 

ders were impe sonal. They were just part of 
the work, and I was just part of the machine. 


Since then I have had no ““ouble. My re- 
sentment is all gone. I do what I am told, 
because it is for my own good, for the good 
of the company, and for the good of the 
whole. That is my conception of an ideal 
army, one big piece of team work. 


Before I started here, friends gave me three 
quart bottles of whisky. I used to take a 
drink occasionally at home. After a. conspic- 
uously good golf game, maybe more than one. 
On the train I learned how gtrict the rules 
were to be at the camp, so I gave the whisky 
to some gentlemen I had become friendly with 
en route. Since then I have neither taken 
nor seen anything to drink, and the one thing 
I am surest of is that I will never take an- 
other.

It is not known 
here what will be done with them, but it is pre- 
sumed they will be attached to the regiments and 
allowed to develop with the new men. ‘oo many 
officers will be a mighty good fault in the new 
regiments, old troop commanders say. 

Plan Is Now a Proven Success. 

A month ago and two months ago, when [| 
talked with them they had a number of doubts. 
These were along various lines, and none was 
fatal, but they did not know just how the ex- 
periment was going to turn out. Now there is 
no doubt. It is assured. 

The great development in the men which has 
come in the last month has assured the success of 
the experiment. Men who started fast and prom- 
ising have been coming like stake horses now that 
they are in the home stretch. Men who seemed 
dull and slow at first have broken through the 
crust with which changed conditions had envel- 
oped them, and have bloomed out into soldiers of 
much promise. 

We do not know yet how good our work has 
been, or what sort of product we will turn out. 
We think it is good. It is not a finished product, 
our student, but it is just as near it as we could 
make it in the time allotted,” said Col. Tyree R. 
Rivers, commandant. 

“The test will come when they take hold of 
their companies in the new army and begin to 
make soldiers of them. If they can do that, we 
will have done well.

Many Hopes Crushed. 

We saw in this year'1916 one hope 
after another crushed; Rumania laid 
in ruins; the Russian offensive beat- 
en down: the allied drive for Cam- 
bria, St. Quentin, Douai stopped on 
the western side of the Baupaume. 

And at the end one saw Germany 
proposing peace, while the whole 
world for the first time began to 
question whether, after all, it was: 
possible to conquer Gernjany; wheth- 
er, after all, a draw in bate and a 
white peace were not the limits of 
possibility. 

One more disappointment there 
was—the Russian revolution, which 
was hailed as restoring Russia's bat- 
tle line to the allies and as dispos- 
ing of the corrupt Romanoff agents 
and tools who sought to make their 
peace with Germany and betray the 
allied cause. Instead, through long 
weeks we saw Russia, having been 
redeemed by revolution, hesitant, 
doubtful as to whether she should 
retake her place in the battle line, 
while going and comings between 
Russians and Germans, fraternizing 
between Russian and German sol- 
diers at the front, all suggested that 
a separate peace was at hand. 

As the present year ends we see 
the turn of the tide. The United 
States has entered the war, bringing 
vast resources of men and money. In 
Germany a political unrest is now 
claiming attention, and for the first 
time there is a possibility that what 
has happened in Russia may, in some 
measure, happen in Germany, and 
that those who made the war and 
would carry it on may be separated 
from the people, who, while they con- 
sented to the war, have now grown 
weary of its sacrifices. 

Beginning and End Hopeful. 

Of the year 1916-17 one may per- 
haps say accurately that the begin- 
ning and the end were the most hope- 
ful moments for the allied cause. Be- 
tween these two points lie some of 
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British army felt itself more 
than the master of the German army.’ 
With the French it had taken 85,000 
prosiners north and south of Somme, 
and th British share was the larger. 
It had pushed the Germans back in 
places six or seven miles and in the 
following spring the German retreat 
was to demonstrate that the battle of 
the Somme had imperiled German 
security from Arras to Soissons. Had 
the weather been more favorable 
probably the retreat would have come 
last fall, but when it did come it dem- 
onstrated the superiority of the new 
British army over what was left of 
the old German army—a superiority 
unmistakable, but yet far from suf- 
ficient to insure a speedy decision. 

While the battle of the Somme was 
at its height, Italy struck out toward 
Gorizia in August, pushed forward 
across the Isonzo River, climbed up 
onto the Carso Plateay, took thou- 
sands of Austrian prisoners, captured 
the city of Gorizia and:won the first 
great military battle in the history 
of united Italy. Yet there was no 
morrow to this success. On their 
rearward lines the Austrians checked 
the Italians. Trench warfare was 
resumed. Trieste was not captured, 
nor has it fallen yet, although the 
spring has seen a new Italian offen- 
sive. 

While the Italian attack was being 


carried forward there broke out in 


Bukowina and Southern Galicia @ 
new Brusiloff stroke. Pushing. for- 
ward south of the Dnelster from 
Czernowitz to Stanisliau—over 85 
milee—the Russians threatened Lem- 
berg from the south ag they had 
threatened it from Lutsk and Brody 
on the north in June. In 10 days they. 
captured more than 80,000 prisoners, 
bringing their total captures for thetr 
eastern offensive from June 1 to 
400,000. 

Never in the course of the whole 
war had the allied outlook seemed so 
propitious as it did in August and 
September, 1916. And in this time 
came the sudden and dramatic en- 
trance of Rumania into the battle 
line. What everybody had long ex- 
pected when it came surprised the 
world. Suddenly Rumania declared 
war and sent ber armies across the

A SUFFRAGE APPEAL. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
The National American Woman Suffrage 


Association, composed of at least 98 per 
cent of the organized suffragists of the 
United States, is officially on record as dis- 
approving absolutely the picketing tactics 


of the Woman's party. It regards those 


tactics as an error of judgment and has 


said so clearly and emphatically both ir its 
capacity as a national organization and 
through its various state affiliations. 

It now urges press and public to disre- 
gard the tactics imported from England of 
a small minority and to give thoughtful, 
serious consideration to a cause whose 
timeliness, despite a world’s war, has been 
andmitted by the great nations of earth. 

The question is pending in the British 
Parliament having passed the House of 
Commons by an enormous majority and has 
the sacred pledge of the British Govern- 
ment behind it. Five out of eight provinces 
of Canada have granted woman suffrage 
within a vear and the Premier has pre- 
dicted that all Canadian women will have 
the vote before the next Dominion election. 
Women have already voted in Russia and 
their permanent right to vote is conceded. 
France has pledged the vote to her women. 
Political leaders in Italy, Rumania and 
even Prussia have within a few weeks de- 
manded action on this question from their 
Parliaments. 

The National American Woman Suffrage 
Association points out that with its mem- 
bership of two millions of women repre- 
sentative of all the states, it is the essen- 
tial agent to he reckoned with: that its 
work has always been constructive, law- 
abiding and non-partisan: that every grant 
of suffrage to the women of this country 
has been the result of its labors: that its 
efforts to secthre a Federal Suffrage 
Amendment have never flagged. 

Tt further points out that its patriotic 
pride bids it appeal to the country at 
large. to insist upon the enfranchisement 
of American women now If the United 
Gtates is to Keep its leadership of World's 
Democracy there is no moment to lose, 

Woman suffrage coming No person 
who reads will deny that fact. It is un- 
thinkalble that fle women of the East and 
South will remain ballotless while the 
women of the West possess the power tu 
elect the President of the United States. 
Nor is it thinkable that the largest repub- 
lic on earth will continue to deny its women 
what has already been granted by many 
nations of the world 

Then why wait? Why this racking de- 
lay? America is shamed of the nations by 
her procrastination in securing this great 
electoral reform It is therefore to the 
sixty-fifth Congress that the public must 
look for action the question. Kven 
though that Congress is now absorbed with 
war measures so are the parliaments of 
Great Britain, Canada, France and Russia 
and thet have found time to act. 

Let no fatuous excuses then lead our land 
into the political blunder of refusing self- 
government to half our people upon the 
eve of participation in a world's war, where. 
let it not be forgotten, we go to establish 
“the right of those who submit to author- 
ity to have a voice in their own govern- 
ment.”

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ADEQUATE WAR PREPARATIONS. 

The statement that the cost of the war for 
the coming year will reach $10,735,807,000 and 
that, including loans to our allies, the total out- 
put will be approximately $15,000,000,000, is not 
discouraging, but encouraging, to the American 
people. 

This huge total is evidence that the Govern- 
ment realizes the size of the war task and is mak- 
ing preparation on an adequate scale to accom- 
plish it at the earliest possible moment. 

The two things necessary to win the war, to 
hasten victory with just peace, and thus to re- 
duce the total cost of the war are adequate and 
speedy preparation, so that the full force of our 
strength may be felt on land and sea in the short- 
est possible time. 

It should be borne in mind that the United 
States were wholly unprepared for war on a con- 
siderable, not to speak of a vast, scale. We had 
an excellent nucleus of a strong navy, but to put 
it on a war footing we needed more ships, more 
men, more submarines, more equipment of all 
kinds. 

We had a small nucleus of an army, which was 
wofully lacking in equipment for modern war- 
Fortunately, the Mexican expedition had 
considerably enlarged the ordinary handful and 
put us in better shape to begin organizing an 
army. 

We had to get the men and train them, to make 
or buy guns and other munitions, to make or buy 
supplies, while building and equipping training 


fare. 


camps. We had to train officers. 

We were practically without aircraft and we 
had to begin at the beginning to organize and 
equip this vital arm of service. 

We had to build merchant ships on a vast 
scale to meet the menace of the submarine. 

Americans should rejoice that the Govern- 
ment has the wisdom, the foresight and the en- 
ergy to prepare for prolonged warfare on a scale 
commensurate with the nature and demands of 
this colossal war. 

The expenditure of $16,000,000,000 in the first 
year may bring an end to the war within a year. 
There is no assurance of this. We do not ex- 
pect it. We are preparing for longer warfare, 
but the influence of speedy great preparation is 
to hasten a victorious conclusion. If we pre- 
pared to expend only one-half or any less sum, we 
might prolong the war for years. 

Of course, only a fair proportion of this vast 
expenditure should be laid upon the wealth and 
earnings of the people in one year. To levy taxes 
for more than a modest percentage of the ex- 
penditure in any one year might be injurious to 
the necessary and profitable activities of the peo- 
the nation’s credit and re- 
be 


ple. Fortunately, 


sources are unlimited and the burden may 
fairly divided between taxation and loans. 

We have gratifying assurances that the war 
chiefs of the nation will soon lay their cards on 
the table and that the people will be agreeably 
astonished at the progress in plans and prepara- 
tions that have been made. The navy is pre- 
paring for telling blows and the army planning to 
exceed by far expectations of the number of thor- 
oughly equipped soldiers in France and the time 
of their arrival. Plans are completed to place 
1,000,000 fully equipped men in the field and to 
maintain ample reserves for that number. 

The cards that Lloyd George, the British Pre- 
mier, has laid on the table in response to public 
demand for details, are reassuring. He says that 
Britain has over 5,000,000 soldiers, not counting 
the half-million of the navy or the million from 
Canada and the colonies. A year’s ship-building 


program of 4,000,000 tons has been begun and 


5.000,000 men and women are now engaged in 


munition work. The Premier said that the dimin- 
ution of submarine losses is incontestable. 

Let us hope that the combined brains, evergy 
and overwhelming strength of the British, Amer- 
ican and French navies will find a means of strik- 
ing a crushing blow at the submarine and of giv- 
ing effective aid to the land forces. 


The Russia outlook is brightening. The dis- 


asters in Galicia caused by radical folly and Ger- 
man intrigue may prove invaluable in unifying 
and organizing the Russians for defense and ef- 
ficient warfare. There are indications that the 


substantial elements of the nation realize the 


danger and are uniting to meet it. 
For men of sound minds and stout hearts there 


is only inspiration in the situation. This is our 


war, and no matter what happens in other na- 
tions, we are committed to the cause of justice 
and liberty and must put our whole soul and 
strength into the struggle to make the world 
“safe for democracy.”

SUFFRAGISTS CONDEMN PICKETING. 

The letter from Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
president of the National Suffrage Association, 
which appears in today’s Post-Dispatch, is given 
as ‘the official expression of at least 2,000,000 
women of the United States,’ represented by the 
national association, who are opposed to the 
methods of the Women's Congressional Union, in 
picketing and creating disturbances at the White 
House gates. 

Unfortunately for the cause of woman suffrage, 
the pother caused by the nolsy group which has 
done the picketing, and which calls itself the 
National Woman's Party, has been mistaken for 
the action of the national) association, which is 
said to comprise 98 per cent of the suffragists of 
the country. The national association, according 
to ite officials, “has always been strictly non- 
militant in its methods.” 


As usual, the noisiest element in a great move- ! 


ment manages to concentrate upon itself most of 
the light of publicity, creating a false impres- 
sion regarding the movement. The American 
public will be glad to learn that a majority of 
the organized women suffragists resent the badg- 
ering of the President and see in the picketing 
and similar methods an injury to the cause. 

By submitting the Federal amendment, as de- 
manded by the National Suffrage Association, 
Congress can clear up the situation and put an 
end to the 70 years’ struggle of women to ob- 
tain it. 


NO GENERAL EXEMPTIONS. 

In refusing to listen to pleas by the Coal Pro- 
duction Committee for a general exemption of 
coal miners from war service under the draft, 
Provost Marshal Gen. Crowder got down to the 
fundamental principles upon which the draft law 
is founded. 

The measure, while exempting persons needed 
to carry on the necessary industries of the coun- 
try, makes exemptions individual and not col- 
lective. It means in effect that fields and mines 
and factories must be operated, but they must 
not be operated by persons who can reasonably 
be spared. Each claim for exemption is an indi- 
vidual one and must stand upon its own merits. 

This is the only fair way to do it. Generaliza- 
tions would not only be bad economics, but would 
be repugnant to the whole American policy 
against class legislation. 

Gen. Crowder’s ruling emphasizes previous dec- 
larations that Washington will keep its hands 
off this part of the business of selecting the new 
army and will leave it entirely to the local and 
district boards. It appeals to the popular sense 
of what is right and just in the matter. 
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“We've got the men, we’ve got the ships and 
we've got the money, too,” should be revised so 
as too include the women. They’re doing their

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GROCERIES AS WAR BRIDES. 

A statement of profits figured on the basis of 
net sales rather than of capital invested is a 
decidedly interesting feature of a report made 
by the Harvard University Bureau jof B<s‘ne3s 
Research on conditions in the wholesale grocery 
trade throughout the country. The bureau finds 
that some firms have made only 7.7 per cent on 
their gross sales for the year, while others have 
made as high as 17.2 per cent. The ordinary 
figure reported by a large number of reyresentu- 
tive firms is 12 per cent. 

The annual “turn-over” -of wholesale -rocers 
is often several times the amount of their capital. 
They put money into staple goods, get their 1aoucy 
back after 60 or 90 days, and buy mor2 goods 
on which they realize in due time. If nearly all 
of them, subtracting all costs and losses, have 
made at least 12 per cent and many 17.2 per cent 
on their ‘“‘turn-over” during the last vear, what 
must have been the percentage of profit on their 
Capital? 

Government inquiry has shown that -he canned 
products for which the consumer had to pay in- 
ordinate prices during the last few monihs were 
contracted for by the wholesalers last zunimicr at 
prices but little above those of the average? vear. 
If the consumer was soaked on these zocds beuscht 
at low prices, how much will he be soaked on 
them bought at much higher prices to the canners 
and with 12 and 17 per cent added curing the 
coming year? 

In the general saturnalia at whicl. all firms 
dealing in life staples feast off the recessiiies of 
a people at war and already bearing great bur- 
dens, with what admiration ought we to regard 
the moderation of those wholeszlers who confined 
their profiteering to a mere 7.7 on the “tiun- 
over’’—-perhaps 25 or 30 per cent on capital stock, 
ellis diate 

STATE LABOR DRAFTS. 

The drafting idea seems to be popular with law 
makers. Maryland has joined West Virginia as 
a State which will permit no idlers to while 
away their time at will. A law, which becomes 
effective Aug. 20, requires each male Marylander 
of work age to register his occupation and place of 
employment. Then it becomes the duty of the 
State Secret Service Department to see that these 
men work at these jobs or take them to other 
jobs and put them to work. 

There is little doubt that Louisiana will have 
a similar law within a few davs. Under these laws 
it is not enough that a man have means of sup- 
port; he must be productive and the State Council 
for Defense will find work for idle hands.

THE AMERICAN LANGUAGE. 

It begins to loox as if we Americans, for the 
first time in our lives, are going to have a lan- 
guage of our own. The American language seems 
likely to be one of the products of the great war. 
Ever since we entered the European babble the 
need of naming our kind of talk has been in- 
creasingly felt. Now the suggestion is being 
soberly made that we call it American and the 
suggestion is winning sanction. 

The point is that with a million or two Amer- 
icans having something to say in the argument 
over there, the others are entitled to an explana- 
tion of the way we say it. It has always been 
supposed that we speak English and when they 
hear us they do not know what to think. They 
are quite sure that it is not English, but what it 
{s they cannot say. So they call it American. 

There are allusions in the news dispatches 
from the other side which show that a distinction 
is drawn with increasing clearness between the 
American speech of the soldiers from the United 
States and the English speech of the soldiers 
from England. The distinction has existed a 
good while in the European mind. That was why 
enterprising shopkeepers over there sometimes 
hung out the sign: “English spoken; American 
understood.” But it was not until our men went 
over there in numbers that the movement started 
to differentiate English as spoken in England 
from “English as she is spoken” in America. 

Having our own American language wil! give 
us one advantage. We will have as much fun 
with the Englishmen's efforts to speak American 


as the Englishmen have been having with our

GOATS AS MILKERS. 
INQUISITIVE.—A goat that ylelds less 
than a quart a day is not considered a good 
milker; if she yields 2 quarts a day she may 
be regarded as profitable, provided lacta- 
tion may be maintained 6 or 7 months. 
Pegler says that a doe yielding 3 
| & 3 pints 
a day with her rivet kid “need not be set 
aside as an ind'v\ival animal, as she will, 
in all probability, give twice that quantity 
on subsequent occasions.” The German lit- 
erature is full of irstances of goats that 
yield 4 and 5 qvarts per day, and it eppears 
that the average in Germany and Switser- 
land must be not far from 3 quarts. It ts 
stated by German writers that many goats 
yield 10 times their body weight of milk 
annually, and exceptional animals as much 
as 18 times their weight. That milk when 
produced and drawn under proper condi- 
tions is free from ill flavor and bad odor 
is attested by all those gentlemen who re- 
cently imported goats from Switzerland. [t 
is true that there is a natural taste which 
enables one to distinguish it from cow's 
milk, but it is not unpleasant. The reme- 
dies for the objectionable features of i!) 
flavor and bad odor He in the proper feeds 
and in the management of the animals. 
The cheese made from goat's milk is con- 
sidered very choice and always brings good 
prices. Some of the varieties quite well 
known in the United States are the Roque- 
fort, Ricotto, Schweitzer and Altenburger. 
It is stated that on an estate near Lyons, 
France, 12,000 goats are kept in flocks of 
40 and 60 for the purpose of cheese manu- 
facture. The goat's cheese made in the 
vicinity of Mont d'Or, France, near the 
Swiss border, enjoys a world-wide demand. 
and there are employed at this place about 
15,000 goats. We are informed that the an- 
nual production of cheese there is valued at 
1,500,000 francs ($289,500), The French 
goat’s cheesis worthy of special mention 
are Fromage de St. Marcellin, St. Claude, 
Cheveretin, Gratairon. The first one is a 
combination of the milk of the goat and 
the sheep, which also is the case of most 
Roquefort cheese. The best milkerg of 
Malta sell at $18 to $26, while the various 
breeds of Switzerland bring about §20 each. 
In Syria and Egypt they may be had for 
a price as low as $4 each. In England 
trices are very much higher. A very fine 
milker in the latter country will some- 
times bring as much as $40; if a pure Tog- 
genburger, the price is more apt to be $109 
or more.

When told that its age was 16 years, dryly 
remarked, “It's pretty weak for its age.” 
A similar jest is related of Cicero, When 
told at a banquet that the wine he was 
drinking was forty-year-old Falernian said: 
“By my faith! It bears ite age well.” And 
here is the classical form of the woman's 
age joke: Cicero, hearing the wife of a 
Roman patrician say that she was but 30 
years old, said: “No doubt ‘tis true, for it 
is 20 years now that I have heard you say 
it.” Just as good as ever is this fromy of 
2200 years ago: The painter Appelles, who 
flourished in the time of Alexander, was 
shown a picture by an inferior artist who 
boasted of having sketched it out in an ez- 
ceedingly short time.

WAR MARCH AND 
SUNG LAUNCHED 


Art League Announces Plan to 
Aid in Stimulating National 
Unity. 


The St. Louis Art League has sus- 
pended a part of its regular program 
to make room for patriotic art ac- 
tivities contributing to national unity 
during the war. Charles Claflin Al- 
len, chairman of the Art League 
Music Committee, accordingly an- 
nounces tw? patriotic competitious 
for St. Louisans with musical inspira- 
tion. 

“These competitions,” said Judge 
Allen, “are designed by the St. Louis 
Art League to draw forth from the 
people of St. Louis a musical expres- 
sion of their patriotic spirit. In all 
epochs, music has been the sirongest 
and most stirring method of express- 
ing patriotism in time of war.” 

One competition is to produce a 
patriotic military march. The other 
is for a patriotic song. Manuscripts 
must be submitted by Sept. 3. 

“All St. Louisans who have the 
spirit of music within them are in- 
vited to compete,” said Judge Allen, 
“but as it is obviously impossible 
for the Art League to know all who 
have the necessary genius and to 
notify them in person, we must rely 
upon the press to obtain their par- 
ticipation. The Post-Dispatch, there- 
fore, is requested to give such space 
as can be spared, under present war 
conditions, to advise its readers. 

Competition Limitations, 

“As to the limitations of the com- 
petition, it is the desire of the Art 
League to draw forth from all who 
wish to compete whatever they feel 
they can express in the form of music 
denoting a patriotic spirit, and then 
to leave the results in the hands of 
the competent juries whose services 
have been obtained.” 

The jury for the patriotic military 
march competition consists of George 
S. Johns, chairman; Charles Claflin Al- 
len and Victor Lichtenstein. 

“It is sought,” said Judge Allen, “to 
obtain a stirring military march, with 
such a patriotic spirit as will induce 
not only the soldiers who march, but 
also the public who hear, to a patriotic 
sentiment of approval. “The music 
should be bright in feeling and spirited 
in movement, so that it may be adapted 
to’the marching soldiers.” 

The jury for the patriotic song is com- 
posed of William Marion Reedy, chair- 
man; Berenice Wyer and Charlies Gallo- 
way. 

Requirements for the Song. 

An inspiring song, both as to music 
and words, with a distinctly patriotic 
spirit of devotion to the United States, 
is hoped for by the committee. The mu- 
sic and the words may both be the work 
of the same author or of two working 


U.S. WILL BORROW’ 
3840 COOKS FROM 
HOTELS FOR CAMPS

Men Who Are Loaned Will Or- 
ganize the Kitchens and Con- 
duct Cookery Schools. 


Special to the Post-Digpatch. 
WASHINGTON, Puly %3.—The Quah 
termaster General's Department has 


sent out telegrams to presidents of 58 
hotel associations throughoat the cown- 
try requesting the “loan” of 3860 ex- 
perienced cooks to superintend the kitch- 
ens in the 16 cantonments for the 
new national army. For this work 15 
civilian cooks will be required for each 
regiment to be formed, making an aver- 
ege of 24 for each cantonment. 

The Quartermaster General has been 
authorized to organize 16 schools for the 
instruction of cooks for the army. The 
plan is to have a school for each ma- 
tional army cantonment on Sept 1, 
when the mobilization takes piace The 
cooks for the organization of the na- 
tional army will bo appointed after 
the army is organized. Therefore, prep- 
aration must be made for feeding the 
men when they are aasermbied at the 
cantonments. ; 

It is not the object of the Quarter 
master’s Department to make these es- 
pecially appointed cooks a permanent 
part of the military organization. It is 
believed that their services will not be 
required -longer than from one month 
to six weeks. In addition to their work 
cf getting the army kitchen into rus- 
ning order, they will be utilized ag in- 
structors for the cooks who are per 
manently to serve in the national army 
cantonments. While receiving Govern- 
ment pay they will be supervised by 
trained instructors from the regular 
army. 

The presidents of the hotel associa- 
tions have been asked to act ag a cum- 
mittee in working out this secheme 
Each hotel prorietor who recommends 
experienced, reliable cooks will be held 
responsible for the efficiency of these 
tren. These cooks will be transported 
at Government expense to and from 
their places of emplceyment. They will 
be paid the salaries they have received 
at the hotels which regularly employ 
them.

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WAR VALUE OF MUSIC I 
SHOWN AT GREAT LAKES 


Band Developed From 16 to 300 
Pieces Is Booming Re- 
cruiting. 


—_ 


GREAT. LAKES, ILL., July 28.—The 
part which music plays in modern war- 
fare is daily demonstrated at the United 
States Naval -Training Station here, 
where since the outbreak of hostilities 
with Germany, the largest military band 
in the country has been built up. Be- 
' ginning with a nucleus of 16 pieces, In a 
few months a smooth-running organiza- 
tion of more than 300 musicians has been 
established, and it is the hope of Capt. 
W. A. Moffett, commandant, that that 
band will number 500 pieces. 

Lieut. John Philip Sousa, director of 
the organization, and J, wl. Maurice, 
bandmaster, have been deluged with ap- 
plications for admission, mary of them 
from distant parts of the country, and 
it is expected that with the rapid de- 
velopment of the organization it is like- 
ly to achieve distinction rivalling that 
ef the famous United States Marine 
Corps Band of Washington. 

“From the beginning of the war the 
Great Lakes Band has demonstrated its 
value to the country in the national 
emergency,” said Maurice. “It has stim- 
ulated and aroused the public and as- 
sisted in recruiting.” : 

The organization numbers six separate 
bands, in addition to a fife and drum 
corps, a bugle squad and a “jaz’’ band. 
These members come from cities as re- 
mote as San Francisco, and many of 
them left lucrative positions with some 
of the most widely known musical or- 
ganizations in the country. Texas con- 
tributed its most famous ‘“‘jaz’’ quartet. 
From Minnesota came two widely known 
twins, Floyd and Fred Frankston, neph- 
ews of the Lieutenant Governor. 

Not Sousa’s Band: U. 8S. Band. 

Capt. Moffett insists that his musi- 
cians are second to none, and their 
concerts at patriotic raHies in nearby 
towns have more popularly re- 
ceived than those of any other organi- 
zation. A _ sidelight illustrative of the 
high regard in which the band is held is 
contained in a remark by Herbert Clark, 
famous cornetist, who, when he heard 
the organization play for the first time, 
said; ‘“‘There are many new fces in 
your band, Lieut. Sousa.’’ Lieut. Sousa, 
however, explained that the band was 
not Sousa’s band, but the Great Lakes 
band of the United States Naval Train- 
ing Station, and its®*members were men 
enlisted in the service of the United 
States navy. 

With 11,000 men in training at the sta- 
tion, a part of the band is playing in 
some section of the naval reservation 
throughout practically all of the day- 
light hours. To bring it to its high 
Standard constant practice is necessary. 
Bandmaster Maurice has composed sev- 
eral stirring marches and songs, as has 
Sousa. Maurice's latest effort, ‘The 
Navy Forever,"’ is a march dedicated to 
(‘apt. Moffett. 

However, Maurice ond Sousa assert 
that the song which is going to be the 
American “Tipperary” in the present 
war is one which will not constantly re- 
mind our soldiers and sailors that they 
fre patriotic. 

Sousa on Patriotism. 

“No good sailor likes to be talked to 
about patriotism,” said Sousa recently. 
“I should as soon care to be asked if 
I knew anything about music. The fact 
that a sailor wears a uniform is the 
symbol that he is the guardian of pa- 
triotism, it is his job. As soon as he is 
in the service it is his life, and when 
he sings he is not going to sing about 
himself, but about something different. 
_ In my years of experience with military 
bands I have found that the music that 
brings tired and hungry men back home 
with their heads up and their feet 
swinging is not patriotic music, but 
such selections as ‘‘Annie Laurie” or 
the “Old Folks at Home.”’ 

Unlike other bands, the Great Lakes 
organization is a singing band and a 
regular singing school is maintained 
for the purpose of cultivating the voices 
of its members. An innovation has been 
a combination concert and song festival 
—the musicians playing a part of the 
score and singing the words of the rest 
and then picking it up with the instru- 
ments where they left off with the 
voices. 

“Too much credit cannot be given to 
the men of the Graat Lakes Naval 
Training Station for the developmert 
of this magnificent organization, which 
has been one of the large factors in ac- 
celerating patriotism in the Middle 
West,”’ said a widely known musician 
recently. 

And s0, although the Great Lakes 
band is already an efficient maeate

He pointed out 
that the training in this organization 
should mean much to any musician and 
advised men who wished to enter it 
to apply te their nearest recruiting of- 
fleer.

Transylvanian Alps into Hungarian 
territory. For several weeks there 
followed brilliant advances by the 
Rumanians. Cities and towns fell; 
more than a third of Transylvania— 
all that section which lies between 
the outspread arms of Mudlavia and 
Wallachia—fell to the new belliger- 
ent. 


Rumania’s Collapse. 
But then came the heavy change. 


Suddenly a great Turco-Bulgar-German 
army from the south of the Danube 
commanded by the redoubtable Macken- 
gen, who had won the Dunajec the year 
before, began to push forward into the 
Pobrudija, driving before it the weak 
Rumanian guards, until it passed the 


pteteeecteeeneennnmmeennest POLS 


railroad line going from Constanza to 
Bucharest, and ocupied the province of 
Dobrudja, which had long ,een the ub- 
ject of Bulgarian ambition. 


Worse was now to follow. Under Fal- 
kenhayn, who had been succeeded by 
Hindenburg as chief of staff, a greut 
German army pushed southward, de 
feuted the Rumanian army in Transyl- 
vania heavily, and then suddgnily, al- 
most without warning, burst into the 
plains of Rumania through the Transyl- 
vania passes. Almost before the world 
had realized what had happened, armies 
from the south and the north were en- 
circling Bucharest and routed Rumanian 
armies were fleeing eastward toward 
Russia, while Ferdinand, himself a Ho- 
henzollern, had taken the road to exil> 
followed by so many kings in this 
struggle. 

There never was any more swift, sure, 


decisive victory in military history thar 
that. of the Germans over Rumania. it 
came at a point wnen German prospects 
seemed desperate. It was won by heavy 
a-tillery against small guns. It was 
von by veteran troops against /il- 
trained recruits. It was won by a great 
nation which had been two years at 


] ‘war against a small nation which had 


had no war training. But nothing 

could rob it of its moral effect. All 

over the world the fall of Bucharest 

was taken as an authentic sign, it not 

of German victory, at least of the fact 

that Germany could not be conquered. 
The Balkan Episode. 

This Balkan episode was terminated 
by a minor effort on the part of Sar- 
rail’s army from Saloniki, which did, 
in fact, reach and pass Monastir, but 
there it stood and still stands. 
and possibility that the Balkans had 
held out for the allies in 1914 and 1915, 
and finally in 1916, when Rumania came 
in, had now vanished. Rumania and 
Servia, which had allied themselves with 
the enemies of Germany, were in ruins, 
Servia totally in the hands of the en- 
emy, Rumania for the greater part, and 
little Montenegro shared the Servian 
ruin.

In Greece pall that the King 
could do was done for Germany. A 
Greek garrison surrendered Greek cities 
and Greek provinces to the Bulgar, and 
King Constantine contemplated a blow 
ir the rear against Sarrail’s army at 
Monastir. 

It was at this time that Germany, 
choosing her moment with supreme 
skill, proposed that there should be 
peace, opening the wavy to an end of the 
conflict which should not be unprofit- 
able for her. But this German offer was 
rejected. The allies returned to the war, 
taving clearly foreshadowed a determi- 
nation to fight on until the Mitteleuropa 
that Germany had created from Berlin 
tc Bagdad and from the Meuse to the 
Dwina was destroyed. 

 Germany’s Last Weapon. 

Failing thus to achieve her end by ne- 
gotiation, Germany had recourse to her 
last remaining weapon, the submarine. 
She was now outnumbered in Europe on 
every front. She was outgunned in the 
west. Her material resources were 
shrinking at home. Her future economic 
prosperity was being doomed as one na- 
tion after another entered the coalition 
against her and became participants 
equally in arrangements that would last 
after the war. 

On Feb. 1 Germany announced that she 
purposed to sink all ships, with excep- 
tions that were only illusory and, for 
the United States, humiliating. The 
German. decision meant one thing. It 
meant that the Germans believed that 
only by one method could they win the 
war. They could no longer win it by 
military decisions, although they might 
be able to hold their lines for long 
n.onths, perhaps for years. It meant 
that, the power of the offensive on land 
having passed away from them, they 


would have recourse to an offensive ait 


the seas. 

Hardly had the German decision been 
made when Russia was temporarily 
“eliminated from the war by an internal 
revolution which shook to the very bot- 
tom all her social and military organ- 
izations, and the entrance of the United 
States into the war on April 6 could not 
seem to the Germans to be a counter. 
poise for the retirement of Russia. 

Optimism in Germany. 

In April of this year Germany could 
again expect, if not the triumph looked 
for at the beginning of the war, if 
not the decision expected at Verdun, stil] 
a substantial victory following a sepa- 
rate peace with Russia and preceding 
the time when the United States could 
arrive with new arms on the field of 
battle. And there was throughout Ger- 
rrany a profound optimism, in the midst 
of misery, based upon the hope held out 
by the submarine program and by the 
prospect of a separate peace with Rus- 
sia. 

What has happened since we all 
know. As the campaigning season ap- 
proached and the German army was 
forced to retire from Arras to Soissons, 
giving over the ground threatened py 
the British and the French offensive at 
the Somme—threatened primarily by the 
expansion of the British lines and by 
the never-ending intensity of British 
artillery pounding—we saw at last an 
actual and considerable change on the 
western front. Nearly 1000 square miles 
of French territory were evacuated, and 
there was a forward move of the allies 
unequaled since the Marne. 

Yet the limits of this gain were clearly 
indicated. By leaving a district from 
10 to 10 miles deep the Germans had 
postponed any possible attack on this 
front for many months. They had 
turned the country into a desert. They 
had destroyed every means of commu- 
nication, every village. They hacked 
down fruit trees and destroyed the mag- 
nificent old trées along the roads. The 
consequence of this was that from the 
Aisne to the Cojeul, from Soissons al- 
most to desolation, which had first to be 
passed by the builders of British” rail- 
roads before the army could arrive. 
Now, after four months, there has still 
been no attack on this front, save only 
around Arras. 

The Arras Offensive. 

Yet this Arras offensive, which flamed 
forth on April 9; demonstrated a new 
superiority of British arms and British 
veapons still unsuspected. A gain of 
five miles at the maximum on a front 
of 15, 22,000 prisoners and more than 200 
guns, Many of them heayvy—these were 
the fruits of the first British offensive 
of 1917, compared with the far more 
dearly purchased and, by comparison, 
meager gains of the preceding year. 

And in June we had a new British of- 
fensive about Ypres—a new and com- 
plete success, retaking all the heights 
vital to the defense of the German lines 
as they existed and necessary to the al- 
lies as the basis for a new offensive. 
Seven thousand prisoners and many 
giins—a quick, smashing triumph accom.- 
plished with the accuracy of an en- 
gineering experiment. This was the 
third Battle of Ypres and this was the 
final demonstration of British superior- 
ity over the German—a superiority no 
longer questioned, but not yet sufficient 
te overcome the advantages of the de- 
fensive in the endless lines of trenches 
and the enormous amount of machine 
guns which the Germans had prepared. 

Turning to the battle between the 
French and the Germans, the picture is 
not the same. When the present war 
year opened the French before Verdun 
were standing almost in their last ditch. 
Vaux had fallen in June, and the Ger- 
mans had reached the ditch of Souville 
A little further gain, and it seemed as 
if, after all, Verdun would terminate 
in a German victory. 

The French Victory. 

The allied offensive at the Somme in 
July prevented this, but it was not until 
August that German pressure at Verdun 
began to fall off, and in October and 
November two French offensives re- 
took Douaumont and Vaux, cleared the 
circle of hills and regained the vital 
ground lost in February and March of 
1916. December saw the finish of the 
Verdun episode. A great victory had 
been Won. 

In the two offensives about Verdun 
of October and November the French 
took 18,000 prisoners and many guns, 
and the victory brought the victor, Gen- 
Nivelle, to the attention of the world. 
Joffre was visibly weary, and in due 
course of time he took the role of 
Marshal of France, and Nivelle suc- 
ceeded him as commander in chief. Ni- 
velle’s success at Verdun raised hopes 
‘that he would be able to expand this 
success on a wider front. France, so 
long weary, looked forward to the cam 
paign of 1917 with much expectation. 

This expectation was not realized. 
The French offensive, beginning on 
April 16. was one of the most cruel 
disappointments of all to the French 
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ly taken. Nearly 30,000 prisoners, more 
than 100 guns of one sort or another. 
were captured. But the casualties wers 
terrific, and the impossibility of a 
sweeping advance was soon recognized. 
Nivelle and Mangin had expected to 
enter Laon, but nine miles from Laon 
their advance was checked. They had 
planned to take Brimont, but Brimont 
still holds out. They had planned to 
disblock Rheims, but thousands of 
shells are falling each week into the 
martyred city. 
Another Grim Winter. 

The result was another staff chango. 
Petain came back to command the 
French army. The’'French army passed 
from the offensive to the defensive, 
and the French people sat down grimly 
to endure another disappointment and 
another winter of war. By July 1 the 
French dead numbered 1,000,000; the dead 
and those permanently eliminated from 
the firing line passed 2,000,000, and one 
could say that upward of a third of 
the man power of France had been used 
up. 

After the revolution Russia long lin- 
gered in the throes of social agitation 
and domestic disorder. It was not un- 
til July that there was a sudden right- 
ing, and a Russian offensive, first north 
and then south of the Dniester, revived 
a part—but only a part—of the glory of 
1916, 

The allies, who had expected nothing, 
rejoiced at a Russian victory, but even 
as it perceived the greatness and the

or temperamental and the tcachers 
are broad enough to see that if a 
man is honestly temperamentally un- 
fitted, the unfitness is ag constitu- 
tional as a physical defect. The tem- 
peramental defect might be cured in 
years, but so, also, might the flat 
foot or the bad eyes. 

Those unqualified are being eliminat- 
ed with a stern hand. It is concede:l 
that to let them stay in the army would 
be unfair to the army, to their com- 
r@es and most of all, to themselves. 

The man with a suspicious appendix 
is of no use to the army. Neither is tne 
man with a bad lung, a leaky heart, de- 
fective and uncorrectable eyes, or teeth 
that cannot pulverize army hardtac\k 
About 30 have been discuvered who iad 
disqualifications, ard they have gore 
home. They did their best, but thev 
must serve their country in some otler 
way. 

The selections of the men for the 
ranks to which they will be recommend- 
ed is being made. A board considers 
the case of each man. The board con- 
sists of Col. Rivers, Maj. L. M. Nut- 
man, senior instructor, and the Captain 
of the company to which the applicant 
belongs. The recommendations will be 
sent to Washington and the commission 
issued there. 


What the Students Have Learned. 
The training has been designed to 


teach the new officer the egsentials of 
his craft. He knows now wherté to 
pitch a camp, and where not to pitch it. 
He knaws what his company’s equip- 
mem should be, and he Knows where it 
should come from. He knows the rules 
for conserving the health of his com- 
mand. He has a most complete and 
thorough knowledge of sanitation and 
hygiene and he knows that he must im- 
part it to his men. 

He also has ecquired knowledge aimed 
and designed for this particular war. 
He knows what a trench is and how if 
must be dug. He knows how much 
trench work his company ought to do 
in a day and how much one man can 
do. He knows, because he has done it 
himself. 

The raduates of this school will have 
a fairly comprehensive idea of the work 
of the rank of Captain, and the lower 
ranks, including the duties of the non- 
commissioned officers 

The time allotted co the course, and 
the curriculum, have not made it pos- 
sible to give them the training and in- 
struction necessary for an understand- 
ing of the work a Major must do. Those 
who receive commissions in this rank, 
und all Captains wii! nave to do a lot 
of cramming from row on. Every of- 
ficer is suppo~ed te study and be con- 
versant with ti.e work of the rank next 
ebove his own. 

“We have gives these men a good 
foundation,’’ Cul. Rixere sald. “If they 
appreciate this, an. strive consc.en- 
llously and e«ongstantly to build upon 
it, thev will make gvod officers.” 

Anot.ier line in which the work hag 
neen skimped is ine “paper work,'’ as 
the handling of blanks and reports is 
called. 

This is the record of the admin- 
istrative duties. The course of study 
as outlined by the War Department 
made little provision for this line of 
training. Some of the company com- 
manders tntend to hold night classes 
after Aug. 1 to teach this work to 
the men whom they expect to recom- 
mend. for captaincies. 

The students Who receive commissions 
will be qualified to run @ company mes... 
to handle their companies as a unit, 
after they have trained the companies, 
or as a nart of a larger unit. 

The work which has been done was 
intended to fit the men to train their 
own companies our of the new draft. 
The oflicers must learn more than the 
men, in spite of the acvantages ther 
have of three months’ start. By the 
time ther have trained their own com- 
panies, these present students ougnt to 
be pretty fit officers 

The ver,’ nard wock with 
camp opened is being continued _t the 
same pitch.

Steps to a Solution. 

“Obvious first steps to a rational 
solution of St. Louis’ street railway 
problem are these: 

“1. An agreement by stock and 
bond holders to scale’down, equitably 
to all, the face of their securities, 
to a total equal to the present fair 
value of the property and business, 
excluding outlawed franchise values. 

“2. A decision by the city govern- 
ment: 

(a) To cease supertaxing the street 
railway service; 

(b) To co-operate with it in ey rery 
way (as in Cleveland), to reduce its 
expenses, so that its earnings, after 
paying a fair return to the labor 
‘and capital engaged, may be devoted 
to extending, improving and, when 
possible, cheapening the service: 

“(c) To give the company the best 
possible franchise, so that it may 
get capital at least cost for desired 
extensions and other permanent bet- 
terments of the system. 

“The Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion has undoubted legal authority, 
which nobody need doubt it will! exer- 
cise in due season, to determine the 
‘earning value’ upon which the United 
Railways shall be permitted to Pay its 
owners a ‘fair return.’ Whatever val- 
uation may now be agreed upon by 
city and company will certainly not be 
binding upon the State commission when 
it gets ready to fix the ‘earning value’ 
of the property and business. 

“The city government, at tempting to

Everything above this, under State 
regulation, he says, is expected to be 
devoted to the betterment of the service, 
including extensions, higher wages and 
the cheapening of the service, through 
transfers, and so on. Under this method, 
stocks and bonds are scaled down, fran- 
chises cut out, super-taxation is stopped, 
the company is assured a fair return 
on its capital, and the public, which 
pays for all and makes the franchise 
value, receives the accruing benefit of 
reasonable rates, better service, the 
growth of population and corresponding 
values. 

Putnam’s Statement. 

His letter follows: 

“The public and to a large extent 
the press appear to be unacquainte:l 
with the changed conditions under 
which the public utility business i: 
conducted, since State regulation of 
capital, earnings, rates, service and 
accounting was established in most 
of the states, beginning above 15 
years ago. 

“When the street railway business 
was an unregulated business, like 
a store or a newspaper, it was free 
to capitalize its franchises at any 
value it chose to place upon them, 
and to sell to investors, if it could, 
securities based on such alleged val- 
ue. It was free, if it could, to pay 
high dividends on such securities. 

“t'nder those, the old conditions, 
which have gone never to return, the 
city’s right to claim special compen- 
sation for the use of its streets, over 
and above the street railways’ share 
of general] taxes, was admissible. 

Franchises, Are Ignored. 

“Today, under State commission 
regulation, franchises are ignored in 
fixing the ‘earning value’ on which 
a public utility is permitted, if it. can, 
to earn dividends. That ‘earning 
value’ includes only physical plant 
value, working aasets, reserves set 
up to assure efficiency, and a fair 
allowance for the actual cost of 
building up the business. 

“State regulation, thus ignoring fran- 
chises in fixing ‘earning value’ and 
rates, has automatically ‘squeezed out’ 
all franchise values—the well-know,) 
‘water’'—from the charges paid for the 
service by ita customers. Buyers of wa- 
tered securities issued by utility com- 
panies in pre-regulation days have taken 
their loss. There isn’t a chance that 
any part of it can ever be passed back 
into bills paid by customers. State reg- 
ulation forbids it. State regulation also 
prevents any further watering of utility 
Securities. Not a dollar's worth can be 
issued except with the State Commis- 
sion’s approval, axji under its sypervi- 
sion to be invested honestly and “ntelli- 
gently for the public’s service. 

“Upon the ‘earning value’ State regu- 
lation permits the utility company year- 
ly net earnings equal to the rental cost 
of its ‘earning value,’ plus 1 or 2 per 
cent profit. This total rate—before the 
war made money dearer—ranged from 6 
per cent in regions where money is 
cheapest to 8 or 10 per cent in regions 
where money is dearer. 

“When a utility’s rates enable it to 
earn more than this ‘fair return,’ as the 
courts and commissions cal! it, State 
regulation steps in, either of its own 
motion or on complaint of a city or a 
group of citizens, and orders the rates 
reduced. 

“If for any legitimate reason the 
rates fixed by State regulation fail to 
produce the ‘fair return’ for inves- 
tors, it is equally the duty of the 
State commission to order the rates 
raised. 

Theory of Regulation. 

The theory is that since investors 
in public utilities can never hope to 
receive much if any more than the 
bare rental value of their capital, the 
State, so limiting them, is obligated 
to assure them this modest ‘fair re- 
turn’ every year. 

“Under these conditions the city’s 
claim to special compensation, over 
and above the street railway’s share 
of general taxes, for use of the 
streets, is not admissible. It is illog- 
fecal and unfair. If this special tax is 
laid on investors, it defeats the State’ > 
‘purpose to assure them the yearly ‘fair 
return’ which induces them to invest 
the huge sums of new capital needed 
in the public utility business from

“Speaking from the military point of 
view,’’ said Major-General! Maurice, ‘‘the 
greatest event of the third year of the 
war is the fact that the American peo- 
ple joined us. Up to the present, France 
and Russia always have been able to 
say to their people that the English 
power had not yet been developed to 
the fullest extent and that, when En- 
giand’s full weight was in the field, the 
pressure on the French and Russians 
would be somewhat lessened. That still 
is true, but only to a limited extent- 
Even England is getting near the point 
where she must say that she cannot ex- 
tend her work much further in France. 
Meanwhile, the strain in the continental 
countries is becoming greater and great- 
er and the French are in real need of 
more and more support. 

“Of course, the same is true and prob 
ably in far greater measure in enemy 
quarters. 

“But the whole ‘esson of the three 
years of warfare is to emphasize the 
military maxim that the man with the 
last reserves is going to win, and we 
still have the whole puwer of the United 
States to draw upon. The United States 
is today the genera! reserve of the en- 
tente. With that reserve intact, we may 
look the fourth year in the face with 
entire confidence. 


Germany Repeating Mistake. 

“Germany has made the same mistake 
with regard to the United States that 
she made three years .go with regard to 
England. She argued, ‘we do not be- 
lieve England will come in, but if she 
does come in, she is not a military na- 
tion and cannot beco21e a military power 
s00on enough to play any part in thigv 
war.’ We proved that theory wrong, as 
you will prove her thecries regarding the 
United States wronx. 

“What was it that led Germany into 
war with the United States? She found 
she could not win on land. It was nec- 
essary to try U-boat warfare. ‘This,’ 
said the German thoorists, ‘will defeat 
England and bring the reign of the en- 
tente to an end. We do not believe the 
United States will come in, but if she 
does, she is an unmilitary nation, has 
pf army, cannot create one for many 
months, perhaps years, certainly cannot 


' become a military factor soon enough 


to play any part in this war.’ 

“That reasoning sounds unbelievable 
to us, but a drowning man clutches at a 
straw. We believe tlio German theorists 
will be proved as wrong in their esti- 
mates of the United States as they were 
in their gatinates of England. 

“You asked ine what is the outlook at 
the opening of the fourth year of the 


‘war. First, let me give you in epitome 


the history of the first three years as 1 
understand it: 

“The first year, broadly speaking, was 
ar attempt by Germany to put into ef- 
fect elaborate plans which her military 
strategists had been preparing over the 
space of many long vears. The first 
phase was a concentrated attack on 
France and Belgium curing a certain al- 
lotted period of time, in which the Ger- 
mang estimated it would be impossible 
for Russia to disturb them in the East. 
“The attack on France was checked, 
first on the Marne, later on the Yser 
and at Ypres, although France and 
Belgium suffered severly in the process. 

Swerves to Russia. 

“Germany then, according to her plan. 
took the defensive on the Western fron: 
and turned her offensive effort eus:- 


- Ward in an effort to knock out Russia 
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effort by rushing munitions, 


Here again she failed, although her a:- 
tack enormously weakened Russia's of- 
fensive power.

At the Somme we started our 
ew work and really great, important 
work it was, although a great deal of 
the contemporary effect of the Verdun 
cefeat and of the Somme victory wage 
neutralized by Germany's push into Ru- 
mania. The Rumanian push, however. 
viewed in true historical perpective, 
was merely a flash in the pan. The 
German military power already was on 
the decline and her offensive strength 
was nothing like what it had been the 
year before. 


“The end of 1916 found the situation 
between the two great groups of con- 
testants about equally balanced, but 
with the scales leaning slightly in favor 
of the entente. 


Entente Advantage Grows. 

“The year 1917 has presented a stiil 
rosier picture. During the whole third 
year of the war Germany and her allies 
have attempted nothing on land. They 
everywhere have been on the defensive. 
The Turks lost Bagdad and the Sinai 
Peninsula. On Germany’s eastern fron- 
tier. although tne Russian revolution 
enormously weakened Russia’s military 
power, Germany was incapable of takinz 
advantage of the situation. On the} 
Austrian front the Italians got in pow- 
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erful blows. In the west the British 
and French struck repeatedly and the 
Germans have been powerless to answer 
back. + 

“This is the pitiful state to which we 
have reduced the great Power whose 
whole military gospe! was summed up 
in the phras@ ‘vigorous offensive.’ Ger- 
many’s military helplessness, owing to 
the long strain on her man-power, ma- 
terial and resources, is such that today 
she barely is able to hang on and her 
only hope is that she may find some 
way of similarly wearing us down and 
forcing us out of the war before we get 
up momentum to drive her back. 

“At present Germany is banking on 
the U-boat. She hopes against hope 
that the U-boat will reduce the people 
of the entente Powers to the same state 
of want, privation and suffering whicn 
she has been enduring for months and 
years past. She hopes to make the en- 
tente peoples cry ‘enough’ and start 
peace parleys, while she still has the big 
pawns with which to bargain at a peace 
conference.”’

CAREFUL RECORD 


OF THE GRAVES OF 
FRIENDS AND FOES 


Throughout France Are Well- 
Kept Burial Plots of Men 
Who “Stopped It.” 


SENTIMENT IS. EVIDENT 


In Long Rows of Fallen British} 
and French Are Resting 
Places of Germans.

Dispatch, 


LONDON, July 28.—Death levels all, 
we are told, and thet this is indeed the 
truth has been proved in hundreds of 
instances in this war of the world. Pri- 
vate and officer, friend and erstwhile 
foe—all lie side by side in the sleep that 
knows no awakening. 

Maj. Willie Redmond, king of good 
fellows, lies miles away from the land 
he loved so well, but his grave will 
never be forgotten and never will his 
glory fade. Capt. Selous, that grand 
old man of the African wilds, he to», 
rests with the ocean swelling between 
his body and the friends who even now 
think of him with a dimming of the 
eyes. 

But when the German has been beat- 
en to his knees, then will be the oppor- 
tunity of the father or the mother to 
visit the grave of one they loved so wa:! 
in this life. They will find it without 
difficulty, for in France a.very careful 
record is kept day by day of the last 
resting places of those who have mace 
the supreme egacrifice. 

The graves may be in the corner of an 
orchard or a field, just a little plot of 
ground fenced off from the pasture or 
the plow. But a record is kept in the 
office near by, and a duplicate is in every 
Case sent nome to London. It is so with 
the French graves, and, to the everlast- 
ing honor of aH concerned, it is so when 
a German, wounded unto death, dies in 
hospital and is buried close by. He is 
not flung into an unmarRed pit: he is 
buried just as reverently as though he 
were a friend, his grave is well looked 
after, and his name appears on the cross 
mound. 

German tirave Among French. 
There is little need to give more than 
cne or two instances in which this has 
Let me just mention one or 
Take, aS an instance, a little 
church yard on the top of a hill within 
sight of the Ancre; and where can be 
seen the drooping figure of the Ma- 
donna looking down on the market 
place of Albert. In this little graveyard 
are row after row of the gallant Frerch- 
men who laid down their lives for their 
country in 1914 and 1915. Only a few 
yards away are the graves of two ‘jer- 
mans, one, Franz Lassing, th: other 
unknown. They evidently died sume- 
where nearby, one was identified by the 
papers on his body, the other apparent- 
ly had nothing on him to show who he 
was. 

But today they are sleeping their 
last sleep beneath turf as carefuliv 
tended as though they had died for 
France instead of fighting against 
her. 

A tree droops their graves. 
and a single strand wire fence pro- 
tects each from being trampled upon. 
The turf is, or was, when I saw it, 
closely cropped, and a little brane 
of immortelle was lying there. 

There is another graveyard, made 
in a field, not so very far from Al- 
bert. Here two Germans also lie. A 
few yards away is the grave of 4 
Colonel in the British army, and, 
almost by his side, is the grave of 
an ordnance officer who was caught 
by a shell while he was making a 
rush for his dugout during 2. bhom- 
bardment. In one corner is a small 
wooden shed; inside is an ordinary 
ledger, and in this is the name of ev. 
ery officer and man buried ‘r the 
graveyard, their regimental numbers 
and the number of their graves. I° 
know this is so, for 1 called there, 
looking for the grave of a/ pal who 
went west in the first of the great 
pushes, that on the Somme last year. 

Sentiment Is Evident, 

Take another gravevard, freshiv 
made, by the side of a rail head. Here 
are all kinds and conditiong of men, 
but between the graves of the Tom- 
mies are the gravés of two Garmangs, 
They are being carefully looked after, 
and if they had wives and children, 
these will one day learn where they 
are resting. 

On a slope near Aveluy Wood, there 
is just a little square piece of ground 
cut out of the field. An artillery 
Major, a company Sergeant-Major and 
15 men of other ranks are here. And 
it is so on through and through the 
fronts of all the allies. Somatimes 
there has been a handsome _ -.ross, 
made in the regimental workshops, 
sometimes it ig a roughly fashioned 
one. But the sentiment is all the 
same. The ye can be located aftor 
the war and—who knows?—it may 
be some relief to those who have been 
left behind to see where the husbana, 
the brother or the son was reverently 
committed to mother earth by his 
comrades and his Padre. 

Graves, too, have been discovered 
almost by chance by those who have 
learned a chum or relative has 
“stopped it” near where thoy have 
been fighting or working themselves. 
Take as an inatance the Alacevery | 
of his son’s grave by an officer friend 
of mine. A little rough cross and 
affixed to it the tab of a London 
tailor were all that the father had to 
guide him. It was enough. I knew 
him well. I once played a game of 
“straight poker” with him for a pump 
that belonged to no one but which 
we both wanted. I beat him and I 
took the pump. He was a sport—ani 
a man. 

Tracing where a chum has deen 
buried, though, is not always an easy 
task during an advance. The buria! 
may have been a hurried one. made un- 
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located by a reference to a map. There 
was one particular instance of this that 
may be worth telling. 

A Difficult Search. 

An officer learned that a friend of hir 
had been killed and buried, and he 
wished to send the location of the exact 
spot home to the parents of the dead 
man. The death of the officer was re- 
corded, but not the exact place‘of the 
grave. A careful search, made when 
other duties would allow, led to nothing. 
A letter home to a mutual! friend, how- 
ever, brought the information that the 
dead man had been purted by two broth- 
| Sea coe tt ee 
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er officers in the corner of an ebebané 
near . 
Happily that was sufficient. The epot 
was located by means of the map, a 
cross was made behind the lines, a 
small coil of wire and four short posts, 
and, after three attempts (the first two 
failed, owing to the shelling being too 
heavy) the corner of the orchard was 
made secure from intrusion by any wan- 
dering cattle, the fence erected and tlie 
new cross erected in place of the old. 
There was also something in connec. 
tion with this, too, that I might men- 
tion. The officer who was making the

attempt to get the grave had told his 


bat man (servant) that he was starting 
at a certain hour in the very eariy 
morning and that he would like a mug 
of hot tea before he got away. The tea 
was ready—and so was the bat man. 
“Hullo,” said the officer, “‘where do you 
think you’re going?” 

“Well,” was the bat man’s reply, 
“you're not going up by yourself, gir. 
Whq’s going to look after you if you get 
hit?”

CUNLIFF EXPLAINS 


HOW PARK OPERA 
RECEIPTS ARE USED 


Says Productions in Municipal 
Theater Have Brought No 
Profits to Promoters. 


—_ 


ALDERMEN ASK 


INQUIRY 


Commissioner Points Out Pro- 
ducers Are Helping City 
Buy Equipment. 


Grand opera in the municipal theater 
in Forest Park, including the presenta- 
tion of “I Pagiiacci,’”’ which is to be 
produced there again this evening, has 
brought no profit to the promoters, ac- 
cording to Park Commissioner Cunliff, 
who has been requested by the Board 
of Aldermen to inquire ‘‘where the 
money goes.’’ 

The eldermanic Public Welfare Com- 
mittee was instructed by the board at 
Friday’s meeting to make an investiga- 
tion of the receipts and expenditures of 
organizations which have used the the- 
ater and charged admission fees. This 
direction was given to the committee 
after a debate on resolutions authorizing 
the St. Louis Grand Opera Committee 
and the St. Louvis Choral Pageant Cho- 
ral Society to use the theater without 
rental for musical productions in Sep- 
cember and charge for admissions. 

Alderman Hall complained that the 
city had received no revenues from the 
theater and he opposed the adoption of 
the resolutions. Hl said although the 
organizations had had the theater rent 
free, they contended they had Jost 
money. 

Hall Asks Investigation. 

“These organizations are competing 
with playhouses which pay licenses to 
the city and the public ought to be in- 
formed what their receipts and expendi- 
tures are,’ Hall said. 

Several other Aldermen supported 
Hall. Aldermen Hart, Eilers and Bar- 
ney L. Schwartz and President Aloe 
urged the granting of permission for 
another period of grand opera in the 
theater. The resolution was carried only 
after instructions were given to the 
Public Welfare Committee to make an 
investigation. 

Park Commissioner Cunliff ex- 
Plained to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
yesterday the conditions under which 
the use of the theater {s permitted, 
and the way in which the city has 
been compensated. . : 

“Teh chief advantage of the muni- 
cipal theater has been its influence 
i educating the people ty affording 
them the opportunity to hear grand 
operas at reasonable prices.” Park 
Commissioner Cunliff said. 


n Comparison With Odeon. 
At the Odeon last winter seats for 


Operas were $5 each. At the muni- 
cipal theater equally good singers 
may be heard at prices ranging from 
25 cents to $2—-and even for nothing, 
because there are 1200 free seats. 
besides standing room for 2500. In 
all there are 9750 seats in the theater. 

“All the users of the municipal 
theater have made their charges as 
low as their legitimate expenses 
would permit, and as the amount of 
rental charged for chairs decreases, 
there will be corresponding eductions 
in the prices of admission. 

“Our understanding with each user 

of the theater is that all the profits 
from entertainments is to go toward 
supplying of permanent equipment. 
For instance, the big switchboard. 
dimmers and flood lights do not be- 
long to the city, and will have to be 
acquired. They now are rented by 
those using the theater. 
“It is agreed that the St. Louis 
Grand Oepra Committee is to furnish 
about half of this lighting equipment 
to the city, even if it should have a 
deficit after the present performances. 
The same understanding applies to 
the chairs. By Oct. 1, about half the 
cost of these chairs will have been 
paid on this basis. Eeach permit 
holder pays 7 cents per chair for any 
period up to a week. We have hai 
three users, and will have three ad- 
ditional by Oct. 1. Next year the 
city will own these chairs, and then 
there will be a reduction in the ad- 
mission fees. 


Sacred Oratorio Planned. 
“The St. Louis Grand Opera Com- 
mittee desires to use the theater the 
first of September for another series 
or performances, and the St. Louis 
Pageant Choral Society intends to 
present the sacred oratorio ‘Elijah,’ 
about Sept. 17. Director Frederick 
Fischer now is trying to get artists 
for the principal parts in the oratorio, 
which will be a big musical event. 
“The St. Louls Pageant Cheral So- 
clety never has used the municipal 
theater. This organization hos given 
concerts at the Odeon, and has fur- 
nished choruses at the municipal 
Christmas fectival, for which ro com- 
pensation was received. It is likely 
that members of the society will sing 
at the band concert in Forest Park 
next Thursday. 

‘Guy Golterman of the Louis 
Grand Opera Committee, has shown 
me his balance sheets for each day 
during the production of ‘Il Pagliac- 
ci.” and only twice have the receipts 
been enough to meet the expenses 

“Money is mot the only méasure of 
the value of these operas. T have at- 
tended every performance in the last 
week and have seen workmen and 
their families enjoying the singing 
of artiste whom they otherwise could 
not afford to hear.”

$18,840,000 to the voters. The bill 
passed the Board of Aldermen Friday. 
Mayor Kiel has signified nis inten- 
tion of approving the measure. 

Provision is made in the bill fo~ 
a separate vote on each of the eight 
propositions, one of which ts for the 
expenditure of $9,915,000 to convert 
River des Peres into a sewer and 
Luild an industrial railraod aiong its 
east and north bank. 

The stream is to be enclosed in a 
“double-barreled” sewer from a point 
near Clemens avenue and the western 
city limits to teh intersection of 
Macklind avenue and the Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks, and is to be an open 
concrete channel from there to the 
Mississippi River. The industrial 
railroad is designed to extend from 
a connection with the Frisco and 
Terminal lines at Lindenwood, to teh 
levee in Carondelet.

781,093 TONS SUNK IN JUNE, 
ACCORDING T0 GERMAN FIGURES 


Table From Same Source Gives Total 
of 4,436,003 Tons Since Unre- 
stricted Warfare Began. 

NEW YORK, July 28.—With figures 
for five days missing the tonnage of the 
merchant ships sunk by German subma- 
rines in June totaled 781,093, according 
to a table compiled by the New Yorker 
Staats-Zeitung, based upon reports sent 
from Berlin by the Wolff semi-official 
néws agency and printed in the neutral 
press.

HAT is a coward? 

In the next few months this question is likely to be 
asked with increasing frequency and poigranece. Unless, 
however, it is asked and answered in the mest tolerant 
and intellizent manner most hideous results are eertain 
to afflict the nation. Unfit armies may be semt to the 
front; innocent individuals may be subjected te needless 

tortures; the whole military efficiency may be thwarted unless Ameriean 

Officialdom begins at once asking this question and seeking the reply.

as the result of an incident that 
in itself was fNluminating. A fae mund Freund, the great psychiatrist. 
ther had written to the press re- 

counting the case of his son. The bey had been faint-spirited since his 
earliest ycars. Much smaller boys lorded over him; the smallest alarm 
terrified him. Grown wp he was nervous and excessively timid. Crossing 
crowded streets frightened him into torments. The war and the prospect 
of being drafted had utterly unnerved him. The young man felt his de- 
ficiency and was aeutely ashamed of it. What could be done for him? 


The day after this letter appeared came a reply suggesting a cure by 
means of hypnotism or other psychotherapeutic treatment. The writer 
pointed out with considerable understanding that so-called cowardice was 
likely to be an inherent fault in the mental makeup of the afflicted person 
and not a trait to be treated with shame and contempt. 


I read the two letters to the physician. That is to say, I began to read 
them. The practitioner nm psychologic ailments sat thoughtfully beyond his 
large desk and listened intently for a few sentences. 

“I know,” he said presently, with a wave of his arm. “I know what's 
coming. It is a thing of considerable importance that is involved. Let’s try 
tc answer the whole proposition by beginning with a digression. 

‘“‘Inherently, every normal man has in his makeup a certain amount of 
avgressiveness that he constantly strives to give vent to through pleasure 
and work. Most of it is changed into the latter and the remainder he zeis 
rid of in various ways, 
through baseball, foot- 
ball, prize fighting and 
other sports. Many 
young men engage ac- 
tively in these sports. 
Many more participate 
in them as spectators 
and work off their ex- 
cess of energy by put- 
ting themselves in the 
place of the actual con- 
testants. 

“One of my pa- 
tients represents an ex- 
treme manifestation of 
this vicarious partici- 
pation. He used to go 
to prizefights and en- 
thusiastically cheer his 
favorite. He became so 
engaged that when his 
favorite delivered a blow he himself struck out in involuntary imitation. 
The result was that he punched his neighbor one night and got into an 
ugly fight. 

“The same psychological phenomenon in a somewhat different form 
nay be observed among the rooters at baseball and football matches, many 
of whom exceed all reasonable bounds of excitement. It is all a matter of 
working off this overmeasure of combativeness which nature placed in the 
}oung male for a most definite purpose.” 

“This,” said I, “is the biological provision which sent the young males 
of the primitive tribe exploring the outlying countries and snatching mates 
from other tribes.” 

“Precisely,” said the physician. “This urge is very strong in healthy 
young men. It makes them bold, aggressive, warlike. In times like the 
present thig combativeness becomes complicated with patriotism. In spite 
of al] that may be said against this emotion by intellectuals of the pacifist 
tendency, patriotism is one of the oldest and deepest rooted of emotions. 
It traces its way back through the love of home to the love of parents 
and thus is clearly descended from the most primitive impulses. 

“Therefore, in time of war, the normal young man is driven by his 
combativeness and his long-inherited patriotism. The vast majority of 
young men not only want to fight, but it is their very excess of the fight- 


rhe original incentive te strife and aets of courage. 
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ing spirit that brings about wars. We like to talk of this and that cause 
ot war and to delude curselves into believing that if this or that obvious 
incitive were removed there would be no more carnage. AS a matter’ of 
fact, there will always be wars until man is so super-civilized that the 
instinet of competition and combat is bred out of him.”’ 


“Then you think that the natural impulse of our men now is to want 
war and conflict?” I asked the already answered question to fill a mo- 
mentary gap. 

“Yes,” Dr. Brill continued. ‘Our normal men want to fight. I do not 
mean that they do not feel a certain amount of fear. Fear is placed in all 
animals as a matter of self-protection. It is the parent of caution and cun- 
ning. %t is a mechanism for the survival of the animal. | 

‘“But what we have to deal with is the excess of this natural pro- 
tective fear. Where that exists we have what is contemptuously aad ig- 
coranthly ealled a coward. This individual may be of two kinds. Let us 
consider them in order: 

“There is a type of young man who cannot wean himself away from 
his mether, beeamse of certain occurrences in his child life; or, perhajs 
better, because of his childish environment. Such young men have had an 
excess of mother love and protection. They may grow up into artists. 
writers and other intellectuals. Their combative instinct has either not 
been developed or so reduced as to place them entirely apart from the normal] 
buman animal 

“Combativenessa, which makes bravery and the warlike spirit, is the 
manifestation of competition. That means, psycho-biologically, contest in 
love fer the woman. In primitive races and in the animal ‘ingdom the 
males are most pugnacious during the mating season and it is the victor 
who gains his mate. Im the days of chivalry we had the same manifestation 
in the contests of the knights, where the victor won the fair lady. 

“Nowadays we have become so civilized that we have aimost eliminated 
the primitive fight with the hands or weapons. We now fiecht with our 

minds or our per- 

soma lities. Our

less bleody rules. And here comes the point. If a boy gets too much ten- 

derness and affection from his mother; if he is net allowed to fee! the need 

of see'‘ing love on the outside, and remains over-attached to his home and his 

n.other, he does not join in the competition for the love and respect of his 
natural mate. ’ : 

“There are many such boys afflicted in a greater or lesser degree with 
this abnormality. Mostly these boys do and they should take up professions 
whieh do not require first-hand struggle. The arts and the gentler pro- 
fessions draw them. They are often the most intelligent and the most val- 
uable members of society, but they are not fit for war. They have the com- 
bative instinct either repressed or utterly done away with. When they 
are put to doing any service or task they are mot used to they lecome 
panicky and break down. They are utterly a burden as soldiers and cannot 
ever be made into a fighting asset. 

“Then there is the second class. This type of man acquires an excess of 
fear in later life and suffers from what is termed anxiety neurosis. That is 
tu say, the sufferer is constantly living im dread of imagined terrors. He is 
afraid of storms, close places, the dark, crowded streets, suspense, etc. 

“T have now under observation a most pathetic case of this kind. This. 
man was an efficer in one of the allied armies and served with high distinc- 
tion, so that he was twice decorated for bravery. At the same time he was 
suffering acutely from.an anxiety neurosis, so that he was most of the time 
completely unmanned. The whole experience was an unbelievable torture;to 
him, even though he was the bravest of the brave at certain moments. Final- 
ly he beeame so bad that he applied for his dismissal and it was granted. He 
was let out because his medals showed that he was not shirking. Another 
man might not have been so fortunate.” 

The psychiatrist paused a few moments to sum up in his mind. 


“Cowardice,” he said presently, ‘is a pathological condition. It is not 
necessarily something to be pitied and certainly nothing to be condemned. 


If a man suffers from anxiety neurosis he may be cured, but the treatment 


covers several months and is by no means certain to succeed. If, on the 
other hand, the sufferer from 


an excess of fear belongs te the 
other class, if he has been timid 
from childhood, he fs fncurable 
and he should be rejected at 
once. 

“IT want to say that it is of 
the utmost importance to the 
nation that these mental ab- 
normalities in perfectly normal 
looking men be understood and 
properly dealt with. There 
should be a first-class paychia- 
trist at the head of every re- 
jection or exemption board.

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How Mrs. Hazel Carter, pretty and petite, donned 
a khaki uniform and accompanied regiment 
of infantry to France before she was de- 
tected and sent home, after being betrayed 


by a soprano exclamation of delight 


HEN a certain infantry regiment (the 
argus-eyed and close-lipped censor 
at Washington will not permit any 
further designation than this) de- 
parted from Douglas, Ariz., a few 
weeks ago for service in France witP 
Gen. Pershing’s advance guard, the 

border unit contained one ‘“‘man” who did not appear on 
the muster rolls of the organization. For 13 days this 
unrecorded individual remained with the regiment, the 
time consumed going across the continent and steaming 
across the Atlantic to a port in France. 

Then a sweet soprano voice, sharply distinct among 
the surrounding heavy basses, revealed that the extra 
“man” with the regiment was not a man at all, but a 
woman, a pretty, petite and altogether charming little 
woman, despite her rough khaki uniform, her bobbed 
hair and slouch military hat. 

There is little romance in an army officer on active 
duty. When it was discovered that a woman had jour- 
neyed with the regiment to France the steps taken by 
- the high command were cruel and decisive. The ‘extra 
man” was not permitted to land—not even for a look at 
F'rance—was sent back to America by the first ship and 
taken to a jail in Hoboken on her arrival. It was there 
that the story of Mrs. Hazel Blauser Carter became 
known—the story of a 13-day deception that almost chal- 
lenges credulity. 

Let us begin at the beginning of things. In December, 
1916, Hazel Blauser, one of the prettiest girls of Doug- 
ias, Ariz., was married to John Carter, a Corporal in the 
regular army who has seen several months’ service dur- 
ing the border troubles. 

When it was decided to send Corporal Carter’s regiment 
to France, the bride of six months was naturally loath 
to part from her husband. Most women would have 
regarded the separation as inevitable, wept a little and 
finally found solace in the patriotic devotion of their 
husbands. 

Mrs. Carter, however, was not of that type which ac- 
cepts conditions because others have accepted them. 

The petite young bride, without taking her husband 
into her confidence, obtained a regulation army uniform, 
rifle, blanket and all of the other accountrements carried 


by a soldier on foreign 
service. Just how this 
was done Mrs. Carter 
does not say. It is fair 
to believe that some of 
the soldiers had inter- 
ested themselves in Mrs. 
Carter’s plan. Naturally, 
she would not give the 
details for fear of getting 
her aids into trouble. 

Mrs. Carter’s long bru- 
nette hair had been one 
of her particular prides, 
but, “for the good of the 
service,’’ she sacrificed it 
without a regret. With 
the tresses gone an@ a 
floppy army hat pulled 
close over her forehead 
she looked exactly like 
any other soldier, slight 
in buiid and with an un- 
usually clear complexion, 
it is true, but after all 
there are many favored 
youths who look that 
way. 

When the troop train 
was ready to depart, Mrs. 
Carter walked into the 
coach with a group of 
soldiers. An officer stood 
at the step inspecting the 
men as they clambered 
aboard, but he noticed 
nothing unusual in the 
personnel of the com- 
pany. Of course, Mrs. 
Carter was careful to 
select a different car 
from that on which her 
husband had. been en- 
trained.

By keeping alone for the 
most part and disguising her 
voice with gutturals when it 
was absolutely necessary to 
say something, Mrs. Carter 
reached Chicago with no ex- 
periences out of the ordinary 
routine of train life. At 
Chicago, however, the men 
were removed from _ the 
coaches and reassigned to 
other cars in order to re- 
lieve the monotony of the 
trip for the men and to make 
room for a new increment of 
troops. 


As luck—or rather, as mis- 
fortune—would have it, Mrs. 
Carter and her husband were 
marched into the same car. 
He recognized her at once. 
Corporal! Carter was astound- 
ed as a husband and scan- 
dalized as a noncommissioned 
officer of the United States 
Army. A woman on a troop 
train! 

“You will have to go home 
at once,” said Corporal Car- 
ter. 

“T won't,” replied his wife. 
“I've got this far-and I am 
going to France with you.” 

“What are you going to do 
in France? Great heavens, 
girl, they'll find you out and 
you'll be sent to prison and | 
will probably yd dishonorably 
discharged.” 

But Mrs. Carter persisted. 
She would go to France. No, 
she didn’t particularly want 
to go into the trenches and 


nurse and be near her husband. 

All of Carter’s threats and pleadings were in vain. 
His wife refused to abandon the trip. Finally, James 
Carter, the husband, succumbed to his wife’s  per- 
sistence. 

There were no unusual incidents to mar the trip to the 
seaboard. Mrs. Carter got into the transport as easily 
as she had boarded the train at Douglas. 


All went well until the transport hove in sight of 
the sunny shores of France. Then the pent up silence of 
Mrs. Carter, the 13 days of silence, broke out in an ex- 
clamation of joy. She had completed the trip without 
detection. From now on it would be easy. She was in 
France with her husband. 

The exclamation of joy, however, was soon turned 
into distress. An officer standing near Mrs. Carter had 
heard the feminine high pitched voice and his suspicions 
were aroused. That was.all. 

Mrs. Carter begged to be allowed to go ashore as a 
nurse; but the officers were adamantine. She then 
asked for permission to set foot on France for a few 
minutes before being sent back to America. Again she 
was refused. From the deck she could see the tents of 
the American encampment, but that was all, 

Before being sent back to America Mrs. Carter learned 
that. her husband had been reduced to the ranks and 
stripped of his Corporal stripes. 

While telling her story to reporters at the Hoboken 
Police Station Mrs. Carter wore a blue silk skirt, a 
white silk waist, a white satin hat and white silk hose 
and pumps, besides a wig of long black hair. She is 
22 years old and extremely vivacious. 

The War Department is investigating a report that 
several of the soldiers of the regiment connived with 
Mrs. Carter in the deception and that her husband knew 
of her presence on the troop train at all times. Dis- 
patches from Douglas say that Corporal Carter obtained 
the uniform for his wife and drilled her in the manual 
of arms for two weeks before the troops departed from 
Douglas. 

“It is not true,” insists Mrs. Carter. “My husband 
knew nothing of my plans until the troop train reached

HE more pitiless and 
cruel war is the more 
humane it is,’ wrote 
Dr. Mathias Erzberger, 
leader of the Liberals 
of the Catholic Centrist 
party in the German 

Reichstag, in the Berlin Tag in the early 

days of the war. 

“In warfare,” he continued, ‘‘the great- 
est absence ef scruples, if one sets about 
the matter intelligently, coincides, in 
reality, with the greatest humanity, 
When we are in a position to wipe out 
London by a method in our possession, 
it is more humane to do so than to al- 
low a single one of our German com- 
rades to shed his blood on the field of battle, for so rad- 
ical a cure would bring about peace as quickly as pos- 
sible. Hesitation, temporizing, sentimentality and con- 
sideration are unpardonable weaknesses. A decided, un- 
scrupulous action—a display of efficiency—and victory 
follows.” 

This is the man who got up in the Reichstag the other 
day and sounded the cry of peace with “no annexations 
and no indemnities,” thereby, to use an expressive Amer- 
icanism, executing a ‘‘flop’’ which aroused politicians 
of the ruthless school to fury. That they were justified 
ir: their anger was proved by events which quickly fol- 
lowed. Erzberger’s speech resulted in the resignation of 
the Chancellor, Von Bethmann-Hollweg, and the down- 
fall of Foreign Secretary Zimmermann, it caused the 
Kaiser to hurriedly summon his chief military advisers, 
Von Hindenburg and Ludendorff, and scurryings on the 
part of the Crown Prince—in short, Dr. Erzberger’s 
speech precipitated all of Germany’s present “internal 
troubles.”

Bel- 
gium can always count on the faithful sympathies of the 
German Catholics; she can also count on the party of 
the Center in the Reichstag, which strives to insure that 
international engagements shall be respected.”’ 

When, just a year later, Belgium was under German 
heels, the Belgian Catholics were greatly surprised. M. 
Emile Pruem of neighboring Lu@emburg was inspired to 
write his famous “open letter’ to Erzberger, in which 
he was called upon not only as an individual, but as a 
leader of German Catholics, to show how the atrocities 
in Belgium and elsewhere accorded with Catholic beliefs 
and with the policies of Pope Benedict and his Cardinals. 
The letter was published in pamphlet form, but was sup- 
pressed and its publication in Germany prohibited. No 
reply was ever received from Berlin and for his temerity 
M. Pruem is serving three years’ imprisonment. 

In reply to Erzberger’s remarks concerning the humane- 
ness of a cruel and pitiless war, M. Pruem declared: 


the names of the incriminated papers, 
whereupon he blandly said that he had 
never made any inquiries into the mat- 
ter. All he had learned, he said, was 
that two journals which had violently 
attacked him had received the subsi- 
dies. He made his statement public in 
order to protect himself against mali- 
cious attacks. “Those who desire to 
know more,” he remarked, “ought to 
apply to the Congo State!” 
The other incident occurred in the fol- 
lowing year, when the Centrist leader 
was sued for libel in a pamphlet which 
* he had published on colonial admin- 
istration. In this pamphlet he had 
accused a number of well-known people with hav- 
ing enriched themselves at the expense of the na- 
tion by forming companies for the purchase and 
sale of land in the colonies. Some of these men were 
guilty enough to take no notice of the charge, but there 
was one—a certain Herr von Bennigsen, son of a late 
National Liberal leader and former colonial Governor— 
who carried the matter into the court. The action was 
tried by the Central Civil Court in Berlin. Bennigsen 
proved his case to the complete satisfaction of all, and 
Erzberger was sentenced to a week’s imprisonment. 
What made it bad for Erzberger’s reputation was that the 
Judge didn’t give him the option of a fine, and boldly 
announced his belief that, in writing his pamphlet, Erz- 
berger had “desired to create a sensation in order to as- 
sist his candidature at the elections.” 

“It is said in Berlin,” J. M. de Beaufort has written, 
“that it took the Admiralty many weeks before they 
succeeded in persuading the Emperor to sign the sub- 
marine blockade bill. Erzberger is supposed to have 
played a very important part in convincing the Kaiser 
of its necessity and advisability. A day or two before 
the blockade came into effect I called on him and 
asked him to give me his views. ‘Here they are,’ 


many observers think not. ‘hey believe that he 
was actuated mainly by the motive of personal 
aggrandizement. He saw the handwriting on the 
wall, it is declared, and seized the opportunity to 
advance his own political prospects. 7 
- The chief argument of political observers against 
the assumption that the German debacle has come 
and that Erzberger is the ‘‘man of the hour” in the 
sense that he is to be the shepherd of the German 
people in their quest for relief from their burdens, 
is based upon the man himself. 


“Erzberger,’’ says one writer, “is a short, fat, 
bull-necked, forceful, obstinate politician. Just a 
politician—not a statesman. There is not a sign of 
constructive statesmanship Mm anything he has ever 
written or said or done. In the Reichstag and out, 
during his political life, he has talked and talked. 
They say he has made more speeches in the Reich- 
stag, and longer ones, than any other member. His 
colleagues have tired of listening to him, and go to 
sleep when he gets on his feet.” 

“His appearance is far from prepossessing,” says 
a correspondent who interviewed Erzberger in Ber- 


lin in 1915. “He has a tendency to German embon- 
point, a red face and large red hands, with pudgy 
fingers. In fact he is a typical representative of 
the German middle classes, who, you cannot help 
thinking, would look more suitably clad in white 
overalls, with a large butcher knife, than in a frock 
coat and bowler hat, carrying a bulky port-feuille 
under his arm,” 


As a matter of fact, Erzberger made his way up 
from very mean surroundings. He was born 42 
years ago in Buttenhausen, in Wurtemberg, and was 
a son of a poor tailor. He was given his chance in 
life by a well-to-do friend of the father’s, who paid 
the boy’s tuition and other expenses at Freiburg. 
At the university Erzberger made a specialty of po- 
litical law and economy and went back to Wurtem- 
berg as a teacher. 

In the early nineties the Christian labor union 
movement was at its height in Germany and Erz- 
berger took a very active part in it. But he was 
so much more of a Socialist than a “Clerical” at 
this period that he was sent as a delegate to the 
international congress at Zurich. Afterwards he became 
connected with several organizations of a social-political 
nature and began to be noticed as a powerful public 
speaker. When he was first elected to the Reichstag in 
1903 he had abandoned his Socialistic career and entered 
the body as a Centrist. Ever since he has been looked 
upon as.one of the brainiest members of the Catholic 
party. 

The present Centrist party in the Reichstag has a 
group within a group. It is declared that its objects are 
no longer strictly religious—the protection of Catholic 
interests—but politically German in the national sense 
of the word. There remain a few men among the no- 
bility and wealthy landed gentry who cling to their old 
notions, but the other group, led by Erzberger, has been 
developing along new and broader lines. The reaction- 
aries are under the leadership of Dr. Spahn, veteran suc- 
cessor of Windthorst. 

Erzberger’s demand, therefore, for “no annexations and 
no indemnities,’’ was not made on behalf of the whole 
Center party, but of the Liberal Centrists. Moreover, he 
represented the 180,000 members of the Christian labor 
unions in Germany. These people, who exercise a large 
and growing power, want the war to end, and Erzberger 
was their spokesman in the Reichstag at their request. 


Belgium has a bone to pick with Erzbergér, and this 
is cited as further proof that the leader of the Liberal 
Centrists is not the “savior” of high ideals and pure mo- 
tives who is to lead Germany out of the wilderness. In 
August, 1913, he made a speech on the German attitude 
toward Belgium, in which he declared that Germany had 
no evil designs whatsoever on her little neighbor. 

“Herr Erzberger,” said a Brussels newspaper at the 
time, “gives us his word of honor, making his veracity 
as a Catholic a case of conscience, that even in the most 
secret communications there has never been any question 
of invading Belgium, nor of menacing in any manner the 
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he said, presenting me with several sheets of closely 
typewritten matter. ‘You'll find all I have to say 
on the subject here, and you are at liberty to use 
it as you like. Better put it in the form of an in- 
terview.’ 

“I shall not quote the whole article, because it 
contained many things which have been expounded 
only too often before. The substance of it was: 

“*This blockade is for us nothing but an act of 
self-defense. It is not only based on the law of 
self-preservation, but we are also forced into it by 
the recent English Admiralty secret orders, wherein 
British ships are advised to hoist a neutral flag in 
case of danger from the enemy. The naval expert 
of the Times admits the existence of that order, 
and tries to justify it by explaining that it is a 
“recognized war ruse.” The submarine blockade 
order is only the answer to the action of the British 


Admiralty. He who—in war—has any power at his 
disposal and does not use it without mercy, com- 
mits an unpardonable crime against his own coun- 
try. This blockade is not going to be, as some of 
out adversaries have described it, a “brilliant bluff,” 
but bitter earnest, as coming events will prove. By 
the end of this month Germany will have shown all 
the world that in time of war we Germans do not 
talk, but act, and act in such a manner as our in- 
terests demand. 

“*When a country of 44,000,000 threatens to starve 
out a country of 77,000,000, then the latter country 
has an unquestionable right to defend itself, and 
fight for its existence, its culture, its independence, 
with every means at its disposal. In this war, which 
was forced upon us, we shall never consider what 
our enemies would like us to do, but only that which 
is useful and beneficial to our own nation. The con- 
fidence of the whole of Germany in the efficiency 
of our navy is so strong, so universal, that everyone 
looks forward with calm assurance to the success- 
ful accomplishment of whatever task it may un- . 
dertake. 


DR. MATHIAS ERZBERGER. 


“Thus you express the desire to see London completely 
annihilated, if only such a thing were possible. To your 
thinking, nothing and no one should be spared—neither 
women nor children nor the aged, nor public buildings 
nor private dwellings, nor any other kind of property. All 
may be destroyed providing victory is achieved. And aft- 
er this you would still pass for a Catholic—for the repre- 
sentative and leader of the German Catholics, in a party 
which, to be sure, is ‘interconfessional.’ ”’ 

Erzberger is one of the foremost authorities on colo- 
nization in Germany. He has made an extensive study of 
the subject and has written extensively on it and when 
speaking on the topic in the Reichstag always has re- 
cetved the respectful attention due to one who speaks 
authoritatively. He is a believer in expansion, but fre- 
quently has vigorously protested against the colonizing 
methods pursued by the German Government and the 
heavy expenses involved. 

It was Erzberger who, in 1906, exposed the maladmin- 
istration which had been going on in German Southwest 
Africa and gave to Berlin a scandal which it w’'l never 
forget. The revelations of mismanagement and brutali- 
ties were almost on a par with those which marked the 
rule of the late King Leopold of Belgium in the Congo. 
Erzberger was fortified with an indisputable mass of 
damning facts and went to the bottom of things with 
such vigor that a thorough housecleaning took place. 

But Erzberger even did not emerge from this without 
suffering some loss in personal reputation, although no 
one denies full credit to him for his services in the 
matter. Two incidents are recalled to show that in mak- 
ing the exposure he was looking for personal advance- 
ment and that his reliability is not impeccable. 

The first incident occurred in September, 1906. Erz- 
berger, it seems, had made a statement in his testimony 
before an examining commission that two Berlin journals 
had been paid to write articles.favorable to the Congo

‘Anyhow, always remember our good old Ger- 
man motto,’ and pausing in his perambulations, he 
stopped. in front of me and solemnly quoted: 
“We Germans fear God, but nothing else in the 
world.’ ”’ 

“A minute later he was off. 


Erzberger is a writer of great force. 
and his command of statistics remarkable. He is thor- 
oughly at home in any subject connected with the 
Church, sociology, finance or colonization, and his con- 
tributions on these topics are always marked by direct- 
ness in presentation of facts and perfect lucidity in argu- 
ment. He is a busy pamphleteer and a regular contrib- 
utor to the clerical press. In addition to his own writ- 
ings, he exercises editorial supervision, in an office of 
capacity, over all the party propaganda, correspondence, 
etc., which appears in the clerical newspapers and other 
clerical journals. In other words, he is the press censor 
of the Center. Among his more important books may 
be mentioned “Secularization in Wurtemberg” (published 
in 1902, the year before he entered the Reichstag); “‘So- 
cial Democracy in Early Days” (1903); ““Zentrumspolitik 
in the Reichstag,”’ a nine-volume work on the policies of 
the Center party, published during the six years from 
1904 to 1910; “Social Democracy and Commercial Policy” 
(1905); “The Tolerence Proposal of the Center ‘Fac- 
tion’” (1906); “Colonial Balance’ (1906); ‘“‘The New Mil- 
itary Pension System” (1906); “Reichstag Elections’ 
(1907), dealing with the suffrage; and ‘“Millionenzge- 
schenk” (1910), discussing a famous taxation proposal 
of that year. Just before the war Erzberger was very 
active in his writings on financial matters and produced 
several noteworthy statistical books examining the in- 
creasing expenditures on army and navy. Two of these, 
called “The Army Expenditure of Germany” (“Die Rus- 
tunsausgaben des Deutsch Reich”) and “The Defense 
Levy,” appeared in 1913 in a valuable series of finance 
manuals published in Stuttgart under the editorship of 
Profs. von Schanz and Julius Wolf. In 1914 Erzberger 
contributed a very striking work on “Mobilization” to 
that admirable series called “The German War,” under 
the editorship of Ernst Jaeckh.

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all of that, my wounds were given their first real dressing. 
Immediately aiter this was done I was bundled into another am- 
bulance—this time a Cadillac—and driven to Contay, where the C. <. 
S. (casualty clearing station) and raithead were located. In the ambulance with me 
were three other soldiers, an artillery officer and two privates of iniautry. W? 
were all ticketed off as shrapnel cases and probable recoveries, which latter detail is 
remarkable, since the most slightly injured in the four had twelve wounds, and 
there were sixty edt sheli fragments or shrapnel balls collectively imbedded in. us. 
The nurse had teld me that I had about twenty wounds. Afterward her count 
proved conservative. More accurate and later returns showed twentytwo bullets 


and shell fragments were in my ieg. They took these out and presented them to me. 


1 have Leen giving them away for souvenirs. 


We were fairly comfortable in the ambulance, and [, especially, had great relict 
from the fact that the nurse had strapped my leg in a tiling attached to the top of the 
vehicle. We smoked cigarettes and chatted cheerfully, exchanging congratulations 
on having got “clean ones,” that is, wounds not probably fatal. The artillery off- 
cer told me he had been supporting our battalion that morning with one of the 
“sacrifice batteries." A sacrifice battery, | might explain, is one composed of fieid 
pieces which are emplaced between the front and suppert lines, and, which, in case 
of an attack er counter attack, are fired at point-blank range. They call them sacri- 
fice batteries because some of them are wiped out every day. This officer said our 
battalion that morning hed been supported by an entire division of artillery, and 
that on our front of four hundred yards the eighteen poundeis alone, in a curtain 
fire which lasted thirty-two minutes, had discharged iifteen thousand rounds of high 
explosive shells. 


| was impressed by his statement, of course, bat 1 teld him that while this was an 
astonishing lot of ammunition, it was even more surprising te have noticed at close 
range, as I did, the number of Germans they missed. Toward the end of our trip 
to Contay, we were much exhausted and pretty bedly shaken up. We were bezin- 
ning also to realize we were by no means out of the woods, surgically. Our wounds 
had merely been dressed. Each of us faced am extensive and serious operation. We 
arrived at Contay, silent and pretty badly depressed. For 24 hours in the Contay 
casualty clearing station, they did little except feed us and take our temperatures 
hourly. Then we were put inte a hospital train for Reuven. 


Right here, | would like to tell a little story about a hospital train leaving Contay 
for Rovuen—not the one we were on but one which had left a few days before. The 
train, when it was just reacy to depart with a full quote of wounded men. was at- 
tacked by German aeroplanes from which bombs were dropped upon it. There is 
nothing, apparently, that makes the Geimans so fearless and ferocious as the Red 
Cross emblem. On the top of each of the cans in this train. there was a Red Cross 
big enough to be seen from miles in the air. The German aviators accepted them 
merely as excelleni targets. Their bombs quickly knocked three or four cars from the 
rails and killed several of the heiplessly wounded men. The rest of the patients, 
weak and nervous from recent shock and injury, some of them half delirious and 
nearly all of them a.solutely helpless and in pain, were thrown into near-pani:. 


Two of the nursing sisters in charge of the train were the coolest individwals nTes- 


ent. They walkeé calmly up and down its length, urging the patients to remain 
quiet, directing the male attendants how to remove the wounded men safelv from 
the wrecied cars and paying no atten- 
tion. whatever to the bombs which 
were still exploding near the train. I! 
did not have the pr‘vilege of witness 
ing this scene myself, but 1 know that 
1 have accurately described it for the 
details were told in an official report 
when the King decorated the two sis- 
ters with the Royal Fed Cross, for 
valor in the face of the enemy. 


The trip from Centsy to Ronen was 
a nightmare—twenty-six hours travei- 
ing one hundred and fifty miles on 4 
train. which was forever stopping and 
starting, its jerky and uncertain prog- 
ress meaning to wus just hours and 
hours of suffering. I do not know 
whetber this part of the system for 
the removal of wounded has b. an im- 
proved now. Then, its inconveniences 
and imperfections must have been 
inevitable, for, in every way after- 
ward, the most thoughtful and tender 
care was shown us. In the long rows 
of huts which compose the British 
General Hospital, at Rouen, we found 
ourselves in what seemed like Para- 
dise. 


In the but, which constituted the 
special ward for leg wounds, 1 was 
lifted from the stretcher on which | 
had traveled all the way from Poizers 
into a comfortable bed with fresh, 
clean sheets, and instantly I found 
myself surrounded with quiet, trained, 
efficient care.

APT. M——, commander of the marine 
forces of Trieste, had told me I should 
hold myself ready at a moment’s notice 
for an interesting adventure. Presum- 
ing it would be another aeroplane 
flight over the enemy’s territory, I kept 
my servants and chauffeur up late, and 

then finally laid down, fully dressed, with cameras and 

instruments carefully overhauled and packed. At 7 

o'clock next morning the boatswain of the launch 

Lena called at the hotel and told me to follow him. 

“The Captain,” he said, “could not accompany me.” 

But he had instructions to take me out to sea and 

then obey my orders. An auto'took us to the pier, 

where a fast little launch lay ready. This time she 
had a machine gun, with ready belt attached, mounted 
in her stern, and flew the Austrian man-of-war flag. 

Not until we were well. out to sea did the boatswain 

tell me we were to sneak over to the Italian shore 

and demolish a hostile mine field. The prevailing 
fog and exceptionally calm weather made it an 
ideal day to accomplish our purpose. The fog pre- 
vented the Italians from seeing us, and the calm 
sea made it possible to lift and handle the mines with 

a minimum of danger to ourselves... Two tugboats and 

a barge had already preceded us early in the morn- 

ing. After an hour’s run the three vessels suddenly 


appeared before us, and we drew alongside the tugboat 


No. 10, already busy hoisting a mine. I jumped aboard 
and reported to Capt. K , in charge of the expedi- 
tion. 

To my chagrin he refused to let me een The first 
reason was, it was too dangerous work, 
and he would not take the responsibility 
of my being blown up; and, second, we 
might be surprised by the Italians at any 
. moment and be sent to the bottom of the 
sea. All my arguing and insisting upon 
the orders from his superior proved use- 
less. He insisted upon my return or writ- 
ten orders clearing him of all responsibil- 
ity. So I had to go back in the launch 
to Trieste and report to Capt. M about 
the scruples of the commander of the 
mine expedition. I also offered to leave 
my servants (two Austrian soldiers) 
ashore and sign a written waiver of all 
responsibility should anything happen to 
me. 

The ever generous and obliging Capt. 
M said he would accompany me him- 
self, so out we raced for the second time, 
and I had the satisfaction to stay and 
photograph, not, however, before the cau- 
tious Capt. K—— made another attempt 
to scare me out of it. First he explained 
in the style of a general staff officer the 
business at hand: We were about three 
miles offs the Italian coast, near X——. 
The most dangerous work, namely, the 
lifting of the first mine, had been accom- 
plished during my return to Trieste. The 
nature of the beast had been ascertained. 
The construction was a new one, of the 
type. With good care and a smooth sea, the roines 
could be hoisted, made harmless and be saved. V) 
would be, he hoped, no explosions, and working cuiet- 
ly, we would not draw an Italian fleet down upon us. 

There are mines of offensive and defensive pur- 
poses—such as you lay in front of vour own harbors to 
protect you, and such as you lay in frent of the doors 
of your-enemy. The first ones you micht want to 
move again; therefore, they are so constructed that 
vou can handle them again, provided you 
know the secret of construction. The other 
kind you don’t expect to touch again, and 
they are, therefore, so constructed that any- 
one who tampers with them will blow him- 
self up. Secondly, should the Italians sur- 
prise us, there would be little chance for 
us to escape. We cou.d steam only about 10 
knots an hour, while any cruiser or torpedo 
could steam over 20. The only armament we 
had was one 75-millimeter Hotchkiss gun in 
the bow. There would be no surrender, either. 
He would blow the barge and his own steam- 
er up first. ‘“‘Here,” he said, pointing to a 
tin can the size of a tomato can, with ready 
short fuse attached, “is the bomb to be thrown 
in the barge, and here,” looking down into 
the forward hold, “is the other one, ready to 
blow us into eternity.

Capt. M——, after a brief inspection, went 
back with the launch to Trieste, while I 
stayed and photographed with the moving pic- 
ture camera. 

There is a long international law govern- 
ing the laying and exploding of mines, and 
there has been considerable controversy about 
the unlawful laying of anchored and drifting 
mines. There are land, river and sea mines. 
Mines laid for the protection of har- 
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bors are usually exploded by yes 
electric batteries from an ob- yo 

serving officer on _ shore. 
Others are exploded by con- 
tact. The mechanical de- 
vices to accomplish this are 
manifold. The policy ad- 
hered to is usually to con- 
struct a mine so as to incur 
the least danger, when hand- 
ling them, to yourseif, and 
with the opposite results to 
your enemy. This holds 
true as long as the secret of 
construction can be _ kept 
from the enemy. The Ital- 
ians on a night invasion had 
dropped mines on the Aus-

Bringing aboard the anchor which sinks and pulls the 


mine down into position. 
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ordinary oval lump of iron, attached by a cable to 
the anchor. The anchor is a steel cylinder: the upper 
part is perforated; the lower half is a tank with a 
hole in the bottom and sides to allow the water to 
enter and sink it. The mine is a globe two and one- 
half feet in diameter, which fits into the barrel-like 
anchor up to its equator. 

The weight, cable and anchor holding the mine are 
rolled from the mine-laying ship, overboard. The 
weight-sinks to the bottom, holding the 
mine in the spot. Next, the water enter- 
ing the tank slowly fills it, and it sinks 
at the designated place. The mine, being 
buoyant, has detached itself from the 
sinking anchor and is pulled down with 
the anchor and floats now at a depth 
of eight to twelve feet from the surface. 
The water now dissolves a peculiar kind 
of cement that has held a number of 
pistons. The pistons being released, spring 
out and snap in place all around the 
equator of the mine. Comes a vessel in 
contact with the mine, these protruding 
90ints made of brittle metal, break off and 
cartridge with ex- 
This cartridge, with a detonation 
cap on the bottom, drops upon a point 
and explodes the initial charge, which 
again explodes the charge in the mine. 

In lifting the mine a rowboat with three 
men rows up over the mine, and by means 
of a tube shutting off the refraction of the 
light rays, a person can look into the 
water. With a boat hook and attached 
rope, a shackle on the top of the mine 
is caught, the pole is unscrewed, the rope 
is taken to a winch aboard the steamer 
or barge and the mine is then carefully 
hoisted. When the mine comes to the sur- 
face the mine engineer rows up, presses 
down a lever and secures it with a steel pin. This per- 
formance locks the spring and prevents the cartridge 
from dropping on the piston. Next, the mine is hoist- 
ed on the barge, the top is unscrewed and the cart- 
ridge holding the initial explosive charge is taken out, 
rendering the mine harmless with ordinary handling. 
The cylinder-like anchor is then hoisted by the at- 
tached cable, and last the weight is brought up. 

We were busy hoisting and searching for mines till 3 
p. m. Another tug boat, the San Marco, was also 
steaming around in our vicinity, keeping a 
sharp lookout for hostile men of war, and also 
when seeing a mine, dropping a float. The fog 
had lifted a little, and once in a while we 
could see the outlines of houses on the shore. 
We had six mines on the barge and three on 
our steamer, when the launch which had taken 
me out hove in sight to take me back for din- 
ner. Capt. K said: ‘Well, we have been 
lucky so far; we have only one more mine to 
take up, and I had a good mind to blow it 
up and hike for home.”

Suffrage practically has 
been granted. 

The great war has given the frailer 
sex its place in the sun. The mar- 
velous work done by the women of 
England as well as other belligerent 
countries in the past few years has 
won them a position in the social 
and political world that hundreds of 
. years of peaceful agitation could not 
have done. 


Sheltered English girls and women, 
who, in times of peace, were not be- 
lieved to have a thought beyond dress 
and bridge, have astounded the em- 
pire with their capacity for work of 
the hardest kind, administrative, ex- 
ecutive and manual work; in fact, 
every form of endeavor that man is 
capable of except fighting in the 
trenches, and there is no doubt they 
could do that, too, if called upon. 
England has just learned to appreci- 
ate the greatness of her women, and 
England is recognizing it the best 
way she knows how. 

In America, where titles and deco- 
rations mean little, it is 
somewhat difficult to 
understand the value of 
Great Britain’s action, 
but there is no doubt 
on that point across the 
seas, where men for 
centuries have sacri- 
ficed wealth and health 
and a lifetime of en- 
deavor for a bit of rib- 
bon from the hands of 
the King. All of this 
may appear ridiculous 
to us, but it is not so 
considered in England; 
that is the point-to be 
borne in mind. 

The official an- 
nouncement concerning 
the new order reads: 

“In recognition of the manifold services voluntary 
and otherwise, that have been rendered by British 
subjects and their allies in connection with the war, 
the King has been pleased to institute two orders. 

“The first of these is an Order of Knighthood, to be 
styled ‘The Order of the British Empire,’ and to be 
conferred, as the title indicates, for services rendered 
to the empire, whether at home or abroad. This order 
will follow, in most respects, the precedents of other 
orders of knighthood: but it will consist 
of five classes and will be given to wom- 
en as well as men. The first two@ classes 
will, in the case of men, carry the honor 
of knighthood, and, in the case of women, 
the privilege of prefixing the title ‘Dame’ 
to their names. 

“The second order, which will be en- 
title the ‘Order of the Companions of Hon- 
or,’ and will consist of one class only, to 
which women will be eligible equally 
with men. The order will carry with it no 
title or precedence, and will be conferred 
upon a limited number of persons for 
whom this special distinction seems to be 
the most appropriate form of recognition, 
constituting, as it will, an honor disso- 
ciated either from the acceptance of title 
or the classification of merit. 

“Both orders, though created in connec- 
tion with the war, will doubtless survive 
it, inasmuch as they will be found to fill 
an important gap in the hierarchy of 
awards of honor for public services at the 
hands of the sovereign.

“The King has appointed the Prince of Wales to be 
yrand Master of the Order, and a King-of-Arms, 
Registrar, and Secretary and Gentleman Usher of the 
Purple Rod will be appointed to attend to the sér- 
vice of the order. The Chancery of the order will be 
at the Central Chancery of the Orders of Knight- 
hood, St. James’ Palace. 

There are some English precedents for the ad- 
mission of women to knightly orders—England 
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garet, wife of Sir Robert Harcourt, be typical, it 
would seem that the Garters encircling the left arm 
of their effigies after death were not always legally 
justifiable. For these “Dames de la Fraternite de 
St. George” were a closely defined and exactly re- 
corded compdny, enjoying an honor which sgur- 
vived the resignations or even the degradation of 
their husbands from the Order. With the fifteenth 
century the graceful custom died out, the last entry 
of this gift of the Robes being that to Elizabeth, 
wife of Henry VII. 


Of the other great orders of knighthood in Great 
Britair the only other instance of the creation of a 
“dame” is that which pleasantly surprised those who 
attended the Investiture at Delhi in December, 1911, 
when the King-Emperor invested the Queen-Em- 
press with the insignia, of the Grand Commander- 
ship of the Star of India. Minor orders have been 
open to ladies for some time, two or three being 
reserved for them, such as the Order of Victoria 
and Albert, which, apart from the higher classes 
reserved for Royalty, is possessed by abeut 12 peer- 
esses and as many commoners. 


The Imperial Order of the Crown of India is simi- 
larly reserved, with the additional restriction that 
it may only be given for service in connection with 
the Indian Empire. The Order of Merit—an order 
of such distinction that members have precedence 
immediately after Grand Crosses of the Bath—is 
open to both sexes, and 10 years ago Miss Flor- 
ence Nightingale received it from King Edward 
VII. Of minor orders, the Imperial Service 
Order is granted to women, who wear a dif. 
ferent badge from that given to men, though 
the riband is the same. 


Other countries have scarcely been ahead 
of England in this matter. Only lately has 
France opened the Legion of Honor to wom- 
en, but the investitures of Madame Rosa 
Bonheur, Madame Curie and and Madame 
Sarah Bernhardt have conferred at least a: 
much luster upon that most honorable order 
as upon the new members of it. In Russia 
there is—or was, for it seems doubtfu! 
whether any decorations will henceforth b« 
conferred by the new Government—the car- 
mine riband of St. Catherine, an order found- 
ed by Peter the Great. Spain honors her 
great ladies through the Order of Maria Lou- 
isa, and Portugal by those of Our Lady of 
Villa Vicosa and of St. Isabella. Germany 
has hacked the spurs of knighthood from her 
heels and it is therefore unnecessary to re- 
cord her orders. 


There remains one curious decoration 
which, though not an orden in any proper 
sense of the word, has been used to reward 
the good work—as well as the good works— 
of women for many hundreds of years. The 
Golden Rose has been given by the Papacy 
from the eleventh century to our own, and 
it is not without interest in the present con- 
nection to note that the tendency is to be- 
stow it upon women has increased of late 
years. At one time inanimate objects were 
graced with it, and it is probable that the 
two best-known examples of it are those 
granted to the City of Siena, and still kept 
in the old Opera del Duomo there. But the

AY, old man, whaddya think of that? Some 
new fad the women havé got, what?

It had been freely ad- 

vertised that any housekeeper might come 
and work at the canning factory and receive 
payment in produce at the rate of $1.50 a 
day, and I had expected to find women who 
might be classified as the thrifty and needy. 
But Mrs. Vimont, who is in charge of sev- 
eral departments of the work, told me that 
thus far there had been enough volunteer 
help toxtake care of the produce they had 
been able to get, and, since the main object 
was only to get surplus fruits and vegetables 
canned and as the volunteer workers had 
thus far been faithful, even to the extent of 
working late at night, there had been no 
need to send out for those who had reg- 
istered as wanting to be paid. 


The canning factory had been in actual op- 
eration with a paid professional man in 
charge of the steamer, only four days at the 
time of my visit, and figures available are 
the surest means of measuring the enthusi- 
asm. Eight hundred and six filled and sealed 
jars already were in storage on the balcony, 
I was told; 72 of raspberries, 375 of cherries 
and more than 300 of beets.

_ receiving room. This room opens upon the alley, where 


there is an unloading platform and scales. A colored 
porter is busy unloading bushel baskets from an automo- 
bile driven by a volunteer mo- 
torist. This morning Miss Ann 
Collins was the chauffeur, mak- 
ing repeated trips to Commis- 
sion Row, a few blocks away, 
and returning with the ten- 
neau of the touring car loaded 
with beets and carrots. 


You find a place at a long 
table among a dozen other 
women and settle your feet 
comfortably upon a heap ‘of 
carrot tops underneath the 
table. Somebody asks: “‘Aren’t 
these carrot tops good for any- 
thing?” And in almost tragic 
tones comes the reply: “No, 
Isn't it a pity?” 

You dodge successive bushe!s 
of beets, mud and all, that are 
dumped on the table and fol!ow 
instructions to cut off the stems 
two inches from the beet, being 
careful to sort out and save 
such of the tops as are young 
and fresh, for the Y. W. C. A. 
has promised to take them for 
greens. You cut and sort, and 
cut and sort, until all of a sud- 
den, so quickly is the task ac- 
complished, when there are a 
multiplicity of hands working 
in unison, mountain. atter 
mountain of beets has disap- 
peared, no more are in sight, 
and, besides, a new unit has 
appeared for work, and you 
progress to the next stage of 
the game (unconsciously one 
drops into the metaphor of 
sport). The next room is more 
attractive, with fans, white 
porcelain sinks and tables cov- 
ered with white oilcloth. You 
wash the mud off your hands,

scrape the carrot, the skin of 
which already has been loos- 
ened by the blanching process. The _ professional 
canner, Mr. Zoll, brings in boiler after boiler of 
steaming carrots, which he empties into the sinks. 
They are rather pale looking, but cold water 
turned on them restores their radiant hue, which even 
as I write this, I carry upon by finger tips. Mrs. Meyer 
and other overseers keep a close watch upon the scrap- 
ing, to the end that not a guilty carrot, such as a crook- 
ed or a green or a spotted one escapes into the huge dish- 
pans yawning to receive them. I do not know what is 
the system of promotion, but presently you may be se- 
lected to go into the next room, where you are made 
acquainted with another stage in the process of can- 
ning. This room is still more attractive than the last, 
and you feel as if you had tallied one on your score 
card. Here. you are given a damp cloth, with which vou 
wipe the carrot of any remaining skin and polish them 
off for the packers. 


Packing the jars is one more stage of your progres- 
sion and here you may employ real skill and some 
esthetic taste, alternating stem ends and tips until 
your carret, visible through the transparent glass, form 
an almost geometrical design. 


“We do uot purpose to undersell the retaiier except in 
the matter of packing tightly and in the appearance and 
quality of our product,” explained Mrs. Vimont “No 
prices have been fixed yet. We have expert accountants 
figuring everything out for us, the service being donated 
by Price & Waterworth. We want to safeguard head- 
quarters against the loss of money advanced to us, to 
figure in our overhead expense and to make sure that 
we have something left to give away to the needy nex:

know many Americans, but I didn’t need tc know them.

Almost immediately the King 
walked in, accompanied by a number of aids. They 
were all in service uniforms, the King having little in 
the style of his uniform to distinguish him from the 
others. He walked around, presenting each patient 
with a copy of “Queen Mary’s Gift Book,” an artistic 
little volume with pictures and short stories by the 
most famous of English artists and writers. When he 
; neared my bed he turned to one of the nurses and 

inquired: 

“‘Is this the one?” 

The nurse nodded. He came and sat at the side of 
the bed and shook hands with me. He asked me what 
part of the United States I had come from, how I had 
got my wounds, and what the nature of them were,

He spoke in a very low voice and with no assumption 
of royal dignity.

“Oh,” I said, “George asked me what I thought about 
the way the war was being conducted, and I said I'd drop 
in and talk.it over with him as soon as I was well 
enough to be up.” 

There happened one the great disappointments of my 
life. She didn’t see the joke. She was English. She 
gasped and glared at me, and I think she went out and 
reported that I was delirious again. 

Really, | wasn’t much impressed by the English King. 
He seemed a pleasant, tired little man, with a great 
burden to bear and not much of an idea about how to 
bear it. He struck me as an individual who would con- 
scientiously do his best in any situation, but would never 
do or say anything with the slightest suspicion of a 
punch to it. A few days after his visit to the hospital, | 
saw in the Official London Gazette that I had been 
awarded the Distinguished Conduct Medal. Official Tet- 
ters from the Canadian headquarters amplified this in- 
formation and a notice from the British War Office in- 
formed me that the medal awaited me there. I was told 
the King knew that the medal had been awarded to me 
when he spoke to me in the hospital. Despite glowing 
reports in the Kentucky press, he didn’t pin it on me. 
Probably he didn't have it with him. Or, perhaps, he 
didn't consider it good form to hang a D. C. M. on a suit 
of striped presentation pajamas, with a prevailing tone 
of baby blue. 

While I was in the King George Hospital I Witnessed 
one of the most wonderful examples of courage and pluck 
| have ever seen. A young Scot, only 19 years old, Mc- 
Auley by name, had had the greater part of his face 
blown away. The surgeons had patched him up in some 
fashion, but he was horribly disfigured. He was the 
brightest, merriest man in the ward, always joking and

mever depressed. His own terrible misfortune was 
merely the topic for humorous comment with him. He 
seemed to get positive amusement out of the fact that the 
surgeons were always sending for him to do something 
more with his face.

Once in a fortnight he would manage to get leave to 
absent himself from the hospital fer an hour or two. 

It took a couple of men to 
bring him in. On the next morning he would say: 

“Well, it was my birthday. A man must have a few 
drinks on his birthday.” 

| was discharged from the hospital in the middle of 
February and sent to a comfortable place at Hastings, 
Sussex, where | lived until my furlough papers came 
through. I had a fine time in London at the theaters 
and clubs, pending my departure for home. When my 
furlough had arrived, I went to Buxton, Derbyshire, 
where the Canadian discharge depot was locatei, and 
was provided with transportation to Montreal. I came 
back to Americ® on the Canadian Pacific Royal Mail 
steamer, Metagama, and the trip was without incident 
of any sort. We lay for a time in the Mersey, awaiting 
word that our convoy was ready to see us out of the 
danger zone and a destroyer escorted us 400 miles on 
our way. ° 

I was informed, before my departure, that a commis- 
sion as Lieutenant in the Canadian forces awaited my 
return from furlough, and I had every intention of going 
back to accept it. But, since | got to America, things 
have happened. Now, it’s the army of Uncle Sam for 
mine. I’ve written these stories to show what we're up 
against. It’s going to be a tough game, and a bloody 
one, and a sorrowful one for many. But it’s up to us 
to save the issue where it‘s mostly right on one side 
and all wrong on the other—and I'm glad we're in. I'm 
not willing to quit soldiering now, but I will be when 
we get through with this. Because, when we finish up 
with all this, there’s won't be any necessity for soldiering. 
The world wil! be free of war for a long, long time—and 
a God’s mercy, at.

The ordinary physician and surgeon has either insuffi- 
cient knowledge of these matters or no knowledge at all. 
He is bound to pass for service men who are vastly worse 
material than one-armed men. 

“If our Government does not see to this thing we will 


be making the mistakes that England and France and 
Russia made, with the difference that our blunder will 
be many times worse. Thousands of men in the armies 
of these countries broke down under the strain because 
they were not fit mentally for war. Many merged into 
severe neurosis. A vast number went insane. 

“Besides any consideration of the humanity involved, 
tc send numbers of such men to the front will upset 
everything. The hospitals will be choked with them and 
the transports will be crowded bringing them back. They 
wil] upset all efficiency and rob the wounded of the pro- 
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vision that had been planned for them. The thing was 
serious enough with England and France, but with this 
country, which must send its armies thousands of miles 
across an infested ocean, such a blunder can result only 
in a catastrophe. 

“Our officials cannot be too strongly urged to have all 
recruits examined by a psychiatrist, in order that the 
neurotic types may be weeded out from the fighting 
force and utilized for other national needs. I may add 
that there is no way to escape such an examination. No 
one can cheat a competent mental examiner. There 
would be no slacking through this channel. 

“It will be found that many of these men who are 
natural cowards are willing to go to the front, anxious 
to serve the country. Whether they are or not, they must 
be kept at home and put to work on farms and in offices, 
where they will aid and not obstruct.”

when all expenses are accounted for, we will be able to 
fell at less per pound than the regular market price. The 
object of the cannery, breadly, is, of course, the fulfill- 
ment of the Government's injunction that no foodstuffs 
be wasted. Our foremost, immediate object here is to 
conserve, by canning, drying or preserving the surplus of 
perishable stuffs of the commission merchants and 
farmers which heretofore has been permitted to decay 
and be thrown into the river or hauled unsold back to 
the farms. We have met with hearty co-operation from 
the commission men and farmers. They are only too 
glad to let us have their surplus at cost and less than 
cost, where they find themselves overstocked with goods 
that otherwise would have to be thrown away. 
“Another object has been to spread scientific knowl- 
edge about canning. We have the co-operation of the 


State University’s agricultural extension service in this 
and their experts, who are with us, will continue in- 
definitely to hold demonstration classes every morning 
at 10 o’clock. Still more valuable information is to be 
had by any woman who wants it in the actual experien*v 
of doing the work as a volunteer helper.” 

The last stage of the process of canning carrots to 
which we wefe introduced was filling the packed jars to 
overflowing with boiling water and fixing the lids. Thea 
Mr. Zoll took them to the steamer, where they were to 
be sterilized the length of time science has determined tv 
be necessary to the preservation of this vegetable. 

In due time the finished jars began to appear, all per- 
fectly sealed and set in rows for our admiration. When 
we were told that, while we had chatted and gossiped, 
196 pounds of carrots and 300 pounds of beets had been 
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preserved and dedicated to the cause of conservation, we 
almost cheered.

I 
threw my cameras into it, and jumped 
aboard; then we sheared off again, so as 
not to give the enemy too big a target. 

Next minute three shells shrieked so 
close to our ears that we threw ourselves 
flat in the bottom of the launch and one 
shaved the deck of No. 10. There seemed 
to be no escape. The Italians cut us off 
from Trieste, and we headed for Miramar. 
They did not come nearer; but the Lord 
knows they were near enough, and by 
rights they should have sent us to the bot- 
tom the first three shots. Even had they 
steamed directly up to us, they could have 
got us by the scruff of the neck in five 
minutes, for we could make only 10 knots 
to their 25. One fast torpedo boat, risk- 
ing what was a few hours ago their own 
mine field, and, of course, knowing noth- 
ing to the contrary, got the No. 10 and our 
launch in line and gave us all attention 
in the manner of a pot hunter trying to 
rake us.

w Peanuts, Next to Pototoes, Our Best 


HILE cotton is still king in the South, the pea- 
nut premises to dispute or to share its do 
minion im some sections as part of well-bal- 
anced farming practice. The State of Texas, 

for example, has planted 600,000 acres to peanuts, more 

than doubling the acreage of last year, according te fig- 
ures just issued by the United States Department of 

Agriculture. The prospective crop, on the same author- 

ity, is more than 70,006,000 bushels for the whole South. 

Texas already had the largest acreage in 1916, though 

in 1909 it steod sixth, with most of the Atlantic and 

gulf coast states ahead. Georgia jumped from 190,000 

acres last year to 420,000. The increase in Texas has 

been an index of the increase throughout the lower 

South, though the propertionate increase elsewhere has 

not been so great. For the South as a whole, however, 

it is remar” able that the acreage has increased from less 
than 1,250,000 acres to more than 2,000,900 acres. 

The boll weevil drove many a Texas farmer to peanuts. 
From what seemed to be a hopeless situation the peanut 
has rescued him, and at the same time rescued the oil- 
mill men who were on the verge of a shut-down, with 
their supply of cotton seed diminished. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had long been advocating a change 
from the single erop standard set by cotton. As long 
as cotton. was the only money crop the arguments fell 
on deaf ears, but, backed up by the boll weevil, the eam- 
paign began to bear fruit. The farmers began to give 
part of the cotton acreage to peanuts. This presented 
a new problem and the cil-mili men began to ash ques- 
tions. 

They found that mamy of the growers were “hogging 
down” the peanuts; that is, they were turning the hogs 


imto the fields to harvest the nuts, and were marketing 
the crop ‘on the hoof.” The Department of Agriculture 
had proved that a 40-bushel crop of Spanish peanuts 
would produce more than 400 pounds of pork to the acre, 
and supplied a good ration that needed only a little 
topping off with corn to harden the meat. Furthermore, 
if the peanut hay is harvested before the hogs are turned 
in, the hay alone almost pays for the growing of the 
crop, because it furnishes a palatable food to which all 
kinds of stock will turn eagerly from any other kind of 
hay. And if that were not enough, the peanuts, in com- 
mon with other legumes, bear nodules on their roots 
which gather nitrogen from the air and put it in the soil. 

Practically no peanut oil was made in this country 
prior to 1915, and so far the oil-mill men had not been 
benefited; but it was brought to their attention that the 
United States, in 1914, was importing 1,332,108 gallons 
of peanut oil, and 44,549,789 pounds of nuts. More than 
half the oil went to Chicago and presumably went into 
oleomargarine, and the lower grades into soap. The oii 
brought more than cottonseed oil. A few cPanges in the 
oil milis, having to do largely with the cleaning of the 
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make more handling the mats themselves than 
could by selling the extracted preduct. A single manu- 
facturer of peanut butter, fer example, uses more than 
200 carieads of shelled peanuts a ‘year and expects scon 
to go to 500 carloads, 

Bakers use immense quantities im cakes and confec-

tions, and it is stated that many a chocolate cake is 
coated with a mixture of which peanuts form a con- 
Siderable part. With imports cut off by the war, 
are high and give a present large impetus to growing 
peanuts; and even at present prices fer cotton, peanuts 
are more profitable where there is serious depredation 
by the weevil.
